No  Cruelty  Involved,  Society 
Inspector  Says— Destruc- 
tion of  Dogs  Explained 


No  cruelty  was  Involved  In  the 
tise  on  a  nearby  fami  of  two  Jersey 

rows  for  f.irm  w;ork.  according  to  a 
report  made  to  the  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  Victoria  branch  of  the 
British  Columbia  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

Thp  attention  of  members  was 
drawn  to  an  item  published  In  a 
local  paper  stating  that  the  cows 
were  being  tused  to  draw  a  plough. 
After  having  'made  an  Ins^ction, 
the  soclety'.s  ln.spertor  reported  that 
the  cows  in  question,  weighing  about 
550  pounds  {  each,  were  In  goml  con- 
dition, the  hame.ss  fitted  witll.  and 
the  plough  was  a  light  one,  having 
a  .six-inch  share,  and  was  drawn  by 
the  two  cows  as  a  team;  dne  cow 
was  used  to  draw  a  light  cultivator. 
Under  these  condltlona  he  consid- 
ered that  there  was  no  cruelty  in- 
volved The  aninmi.x  were  only 
occasionally  worked,  and  were  con- 
trolled by  tha  drivtr's  vole*,  no  whip 
being  used. 

STRAY  DOOR 

There  seemed  to  be  soma  .mis- 
understanding over  a  report  of  the 
parks  board,  lately  publkhed,  in 
wh;ch  if,  was  .vt.irofl  Miat  approxi- 
mately 400  dogs  had  been  destix)yed 
within  the  year.  Upon  investigation 
it  was  learned  that  about  20  per 
cent  of  these  had  been  taken  in 
public  parks  and  on  beache«;  most 
of  the  dog.s  destroyed  were  strays, 
many  diseased.  Soipe,  including  a 
few  animals  from  neighboring  mti- 
nlclpslltles.  had  been  brought  in  by 
■ii-  r  o  . to  be  destroyed  on 
acc(>yM-«i  old  age,  disease  or  other 
infirmity;  in  theM  eases  a  charge 
had  jSeen  made 

Ttt9  lasppc!or  .said  that  few  stock 
had  been  allowed  t/i  remain  out 
without  proper  shelter  during  the 
severe  weather.  Owners  'be- 
coming more  con.srious  of  the  nece.s- 
■Ity  of  giving  comfort  to  their 
charges  He  considered  that  the 
advice  given  through  the  8P.CJi. 
had  helped  to  bring  this  about. 

A  letter  was  rea<l  from  the  Clt-. 
Cotinctl  advising  the  society  that 
Its  reqne.n  for  a  tag  day  to  be  held 
on  May  7  had  been  granted. 

During  ttie  month  thirty-three 
attended.  155  animals

OUT  at  Sidney  there  li  an  Industry  ot 
relutivcly    sinall    proporllom  that 
louK  hcui  had,  and  sUU  holds,  an 
Important  place  In  the  lives  of  many  real* 

dents  of  tlic  town  and  dl.strict.  It  Is  the 
canning  of  clains.  Through  a  combina- 
tion of  circumstances  the  cannery  oper- 
ates Doiy  on  a  jtarl  -liinc  bu.sis,  yet  It  pro- 
vides tiiiployinent  to  pt  i.sona  when  other 
work  Is  lacking  and  U)  persons  who  And  In 
it  an  opportunity  to  supplement  Incomes 
from  other  linos  of  endt  iivor  Each  year, 
during  Uie  season,  which  extends  Iruiu 
October  until  mid-February  or  Into  March, 
it  provides  approxlmafeiy  $5,000  In  waRps 
to  residents  of  the  Sidney  district  and 
another  $10,000  td  those  engaged  In  dig* 

giMK  clams.  This  Is  soniethlnn  In  the  na- 
ture of  found-money,  although  the  work 
Is  hard,  for  those  who  receive  It  otherwise 

would  be  Kile  because  of  slack  and  ofT- 
seasons  in  other  lines  of  employment. 

Gathering  ClaiM 

IT  is  the  tides  which  force  the  cannery 
to  operate  on  a  part-time  basis.  As 
thos*  who  have  enjoyed  themselves  dlg- 
Hlng  elams  in  the  course  of  excursions  t« 
the  SMSbore  know,  Uie  only  Ume  when 
clams  can  be  gathered  li  when  the  tide  Is 
out.  for  the  blv.jlvcs  live  only  where  the 
sAwdM  and  gravels  are  constantly  satur- 
ated with  water  whatever  the  Rtage  of  the 
tide.  While  the  amateur  forager  Is  able 
usually  to  hnd  a  few  clams  whenever  the 
tide  Is  out,  the  commercial  diRger  can  get 
at  the  profitable  beds  only  at  the  extreme 
of  tlie  low  tide  Thu.s  favorable  rondi- 
l.ons  exist  only  during  certain  limited 
periods  each  month,  aad  to  add  to  dlffl- 

cullies,  these  periods  u.sually  are  at.  night 
during  the  Wmter  months.  So  it  is  that 
digging  can  take  plaoe  only  for  about  thrl^ 
hours  a  day  and  only  on  a  limited  number 
Of  days  in  each  month.  Naturally,  the 
dlntr  to  ft  cJote.stihdettt  of  Uie  tides  Mid 


tide- tables,  for  'hese  tell  him  When  he  will 
be  able  to  work. 

There  are  about  300  persons  engaged  in 
diffKlnK  clams  for  the  Sidney  cannery.  An- 
other sUty  are  engaged 'in  the  cannery 
when  It  Is  In  operation.  For  years  most 
of  the  diggers  were  Indians,  but  there  has 
been  a  growing  number  of  white  men 
•urnlng  their  attention  to  the  clam  mar- 
ket.s  and  at  present  thereto  about  an  equal 
number  of  the  two  races  so  engaged.

If  you  find  a  good  clam 
bed,  you'flU  up  a  sack  quickly,  but  lou  of

Re  explftlhed  that  the  bigger  the  clams 
the  deeper  they  were  to  be  found  and^  that 
thef  were  puiere4  at  between,  Ms  and 


twelve  Inches  blow  the  .surface  of  the  sand 
or  gravel.    There  arc  very  few  plaeee 

where  the  shores  are  not  entlrfly  of  rock 
that  clams  cannot,  be  found,  but  the  com- 
mercial digger  knows  at  a  glance  whether 

a  bay  or  cove  ofTer.s  a  likely  place  to  And 
the  bivalves  In  worthwhile  quantity. 

Three  Kinds  Gathg)iid 

THREE  kinds  ot  clams  are  gathered. 
Little  Neck,  which  are  used  in  the 
fieah  clam  trade;  Butter  dltms,  wtotoh  are 
canned  whole,  and  the  Sea  or  Horse  clam.s, 
Which  are  used  in  the  minced  canned  clam 
trade.  In  addition,  a  few^  eockies  are 
gathered  and  these  also  go  Into  the 
minced  clam  trade  Occasionally,  but 
rarely,  raaor  elams  are  found  on  Vancou- 
m  Itfaad.  Jhgae  elams,  lonf  m4  Bor- 


row and  much  largr  r  than  the  usual,  are 
found  in  large  numbers  on  the  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands?  where  they  are  minced 

and  canned  They  obtain  their  name 
from  the  appearance  of  the  slieil,  which  Is 
yellow  and  similar  to  rasor  handles  so 

popular  in  the  days  before  the  .safety  ra/xjr 
drove  the  ofd  straight-edge  into  compara- 
tive obscurity. 

Little  is  known  about  the  life  history  of 
the  clam.  It  l.s  believed  to  live  until  from 
.ten  to  twelve  years  of  age.  When  it 
reaches  the  degree  of  maturity  necessary 
for  reproduction  is '-not  definitely  known, 
and  It  Is  to  ensure  perpetuation  of  the 
species  that  regulattonirr  governing  mini- 
mum si/c.s  that  may  be  taken  .(oriiiner- 
ciuiiy.  nave  b^  brought  in.  These  re- 
quire that  Little  Neck  clams  "be  one  and  a 
half  inches  lout;  and  that  Hu"f.r  clam-s  be 
two  and  one-half  Inches  long  before  they 
may  be  gathered  With  the.se  mlnimums 
It  Is  believed  certain  that  the  clams  that 
are  taken  will  hawe  reproduced  at  lea.st 
once  If  not  oftener."  Also  there  Is  a  closed 
season,  which  in  tJiis  district  Is  from  Peb- 
r  .Mrv  1  'o  M.'irrh  31  for  the  Little  Nerk 
vai.t  i>,  .Hid  from  July  1  to  September  30 
for  the  Butter  elims. 

Conscrvition  Insured 

FROM  one  or  two  centres  there  has  been 
complaint,  at  the  large  amount  of  clams 
that  are  allowed  to  hi-  imHk  red  In  addi- 
tion to  finding  a  ;iiarKct  at  the  Sidney 
(iknnery.-  large  numbese  are  fanned  at 
rf)mox  and  at  the  HlcwsUm  plant  of  the 
ti  c.  Packers,  and  still  others  are  shipped 
to  United  Sutes  ports  for  conning  there,

slon."  Most  red-blooded  Cana- 
duiui  were  thrilled  with  that  hrst 
•hnouncement,  uid  a  good  many  had  vi- 
sions of  Canadian  proKrainmes  and 
broadcast  features  that  would  place  ttie 
Domlnkm  in  tha  front  rank  of  national 
broadcastinR  to  the  exclusion  of  foreign- 
hiade  entertainment.  Canadians  accepted 
that  vlalon  with  tha  eomptota  natlonallML- 
tion  of  the  control  of  radio  broadcasting 
and  were  content  to  wait  until  the  Com- 
mlMlon  had  outgrown  Its  Infancy  and 
could  place  the  system,  in  Canada,  on  a 
•oimd  and  grown-up  basi^.  It  has  been  a 
long  road,  and,  It  would  seem,  one  with 
many  turnings  and  Canadians  .iie  won- 
dermg  when  the  era  of  experimenting 
will  end. 

Government  Control 

eONCBBIHTWO  radio  broartrastlng  and 
experimentation,  I  was  somewhat 
taken  back  with  the  statement  of  one 
of  the  QfBeials  of  a  Canadian  radio  cor- 
poration. He  said:  "Governm(Mit  control 
of  broadcasting  would,  In  tlie  ultimate, 
retard  development  and-  research  through 
lack  of  finances  for  that  purpo.se  "  He 
did  not  say  how  long  Government  should 
control  radio  broadcasting,  nor  did  he 
suRgcst  the  field  of  Canadian  radio  be  re- 
turned to  private  Interests.  He  did,  how- 
ever, criticize  the  present  set-up  of  Oov- 
cmnicnt  tunlrul.  which,  he  mauitauu'd, 
offered  little  encouragement  to  private 
capital  to  Invest  in  broadcast  equipment 
bccau.se  of  the  constant  danger  of  can- 
— celatlon  ol  licence  to  operate. 

A  contrast  to  the  condition  that  exists 
across  the  border  Is  that  station  operators 
are  fairly  secure  .so  long  as  they  beliave 
themselves,  and,  apparently  tiiey  have  a 
long  way  to  go  before  the  oIHclal  "bad 
boy"  reii.sorship  is  applied.  Private  in- 
terests in  Canada  have  not  signllicd  their 
desire  to  organise  a  corporation  to  operate 
a  system  of  Canadian  stations.  The  cost 
would  be  trcn^endous  if  Canada  was  to  at- 
tempt to  compete  with  United  States 
either  by  Govci  nmenl  control  or  private 
capital.  Millions  would  be  required  to 
give  effect  to  the  desire  of  Canada's 
Prime  Minister,  who,  in  P'cbruary  of  1932 
said:  "Canadians  have  tlie  right  to  a  sys- 
tem of  broadcasting  from  Canadian 
sources  equal  in  all  respects  to  that  of  any 
oiher  country  "    Is  tliat  po.ssible? 

Five  Years  Elapsed 

AFTER  a  commltlce  of  tlie  Canadian 
House  of  Commons  had  some  twenty- 
seven  sessions,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
weight  of  evidence  was  on  the  side  of  na- 
tionalization. Tliat  was  m  and  tlie 
committee  used  the- Alrd  Commission  re- 
port as  a  basis  for  its  work  The  commit- 
tee regarded  radio  broadcasting  as  a 
medium  of  edncatlon,  thought  provoking 
development  and  the  fostering  of  Cana- 
dian ideals  and  culture,  entertainment, 
news  service  and  publicity  of  this  country 
and  Its  products  and  as  an  auxiliary  to 
religious  and  educatioiial  teaching,  also 
as  one  of  the  most  efficient  mediums  for 
developing  a  greater  national  and  Empire 
consciousness  within  the  Dominion  Com- 
monwealth of  Natloni." 


It  further  recommended  the  establish- 
ment of  a  chain  of  high-power  stations 
across  Canada,  "it  being  of  the  opinion 

that  this  propo.sed  national  radio  serv- 
ice Should  not  be  a  burden  to  the  tax- 
payers." The  committee  recommended 
the  system  should  be  self-sustaining,  the 
financial  outlay  upon  It  being  confined  to 
the  amount  of  money  available  from 
transmitters'  and  receivers'  licences  and 
advertising  Income,  atui  for  the  latter  It 
set  5  per  cent  of  the  programme  period. 
It  has  been  suggested  publicly  that  the 
Canadian  system  should  be  free  of  ad- 
vertisuig.  It  was  also  sugested  that  the 
people  of  Canada  should  be  assured  of  a 
sy.stem  free  from  foreign  interference  and 
influence,  ior  without  such  control  broad- 
casting Could  not  become  a  great  agency 
for  communicating  matters  of  national 
concern  and  for  tlie  dill  using  of  national 

No  one  will  >su,.;c;e.-.l  thai  Canadian 
broadcasting  Is  free  from  foreign  Inter- 
ference and  influence.  No  one  will  sug- 
gest that  five  minutes  in  every  hour  will 
pay  for  the  financial  outlay  and  no  one 
will  consider  the  proposal  to  Inereasa 
licence  fees  will  oflsei  the  cost  of  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  high  power 
stations.  As  far  as  revenue  from  adver- 
tising Is  concerned.  It  is  doubtiul,  even 
though  arrangements  have  been  made 
wRh  National  Broadcasting  Corporation 
for  additional  faciiilicjs,  il  Canada  could 
secure  very  much.  It  cci  tainly  would  not 
do  a  great  deal  for  publicity  of  this 
country  and  its  BgnlOCts." 


Dollar  Sign  on  Radio  "  " 

W^ILE  It  may  be  possible  for  govem- 
mrnl.s  to  "control  by  legislation," 
the  method  by  whicli  brqadcastuig  may 
be  carried  out,  It  can  never  control  "In- 
lerlertnco  and  influence"  because  of  its 
Inability  to  force  the  people  of  Canada, 
or  any  other  country,  to  take  what  It 
proposes  to  give  In  the  way  of  entertain- 
ment, news  service  or  any  other  feature. 
The  dollar  sign  has  been  hung  on  to  radio 
and  the  preponderance  of  dollars  is 
across  the  Liternational  Boundary  Line 
where  120  million  pe(jple  get  their  radio 
for  nothing. 

The  question  remains,  after  the  pos- 
sibilities of  advertising  and  licence  fees 
have  been  exhausted,  how  much  Is  the 
Dominion  Government  prepared  to  pay  to 
give  Canadians  '  a  .system  of  broadcasthig 
from  Canadian  sources  equal  In  all 
.  respects  to  that  of  any  othei;  country?  ' 

No  one  will  give  credence  to  any  sug- 
gestion of  political  influenc^Jn  Canadian 
broadcast iiik'.  at  least  not  yet,  but  it  is  a 
system  that  must  continue  to  be  unstable 
and  d^iendent  upon  the  whim  of  the 
party  in  power  and  may  very  well,  at  any 
lime,  become  a  burden  to  the  people  to 
whom  It  was  to  give  entertainment.  The 
Canadian  system  has  its  good  points,  if 
the  system,  even  with  the  moderate  out- 
lay, could  give  to  Canada  Empire  pro- 
grammes not  available  from  any  other 
source.  But  it  has  been  the  experience 
of  recent  years  practically  every  Empire 
feature  has  been  piped  through  American 
stations  accessible  to  Canadian  listeners. 
The  Coronation,  for  Instance,  and  many 


HoUywood.  With  wire  tolls  of  $1,200  an 
hour  wiped  out  sponsbrs  are  satisfied  to 
have  tiieir  programmes  orlginati,f  In  Holly- 
wood as  anywhere  else.  Hollywood  is  on 
radio's  bandwagon  of  production.  It  has 
Its  glamour  of  pictures  wtiich  will  be  re- 
flected to  programmes,  on  the  air.  Holly- 
wood will  control  the  radio  Industry  of 
Uie  United  btules  as  well  as  Canada. 

Prom  another  source  w^  learn  Qalum- 
bia  will  centralize  its  activities  m  Holly- 
.  wood  and  will  erect  a  new  building  to 
cost  $17750,000.  Don  Lee  Is  going  to  build 
one  co.slinK  $1,000,000.  'Most  of  tilie  big- 
time  theatres  of  Los  Angeles  have  been 
leased  for  future  air  shows.  Every  major 
advertisin)4  agency  m  the  United  States, 
has  an  ollice  m  Hollywood. 

To  conclude  Mr.  Harrison's  observa- 
tions: "As  present  contracts  expire  new 

ones  are  being  written  and  the  movie 
companies  Intend  to  battle  lor  the  excte>^ 
slve  services,  in  all  mediums.  Including 
television,  of  their  stars.  It  will  cost  a  lot'

others  before  that  and  since.  In  Victoria 
there  was  a  goodwill  visit  from  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  and  it  was 
ignored  by  the  Canauian  system.  People 
of  Canada  are  dependent  on  a  national 
arivertlser  to  secure  a  hockey  broadcast 
once  a  weeli.  Monday  wo  li^>tcned  to  a 
Canadian  broadcast  on  the  tin  Industry 
provided  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  at 
Ottawa. 

Growing  Competition 

THE  life  of  the  Canadian  Radio  Cor- 
poration depends  upon  how  far  it 
can  meet  competition  from  the  United 
States.  Within  thejast  few  weeks  Cana- 
dian entertainers  have  gone  acro.ss  ttie 
border  after  the  dollars.  If  Canada 
wants  her  talent  she  must  be  prepared  to 
pay  the  price  to  keep  it. 

I  want  to  quote  a  few  lines  from  Paul 
Harrison  In  Hollywood  which  may  Illus- 
trate this  businc$.s  of  competition.  Mr. 
Harrison  says:  "National  Broadcasting 
Company's  Don  Oilman  says  radio  Is  Just 
beginning  to  assert  Its  voracious  appetite 
for  talent  and  that  there  Is  a  trend  to- 
wards more  extravagant  productions 
utilizing  as  many  as  130  artists  on  a  single 
prograpune." 
And  here's  a  propiiecy:  "Within  two  or 


three  years  the  best  known  players  an 
Hollywood)  Will  be  making  more  money 
from  radif)  than  from  pictures.  True,  or 
not,  it  shows  tiie  trend  towaid  more 
broadcasts  and  less  film  work.  Robert 
Montgomery  recently  demanded  and  re- 
ceived $5,000  lor  an  liour  s  work  belore 
the  microphone.  This  additi6nal  Income 
boosts  him  into  the  highur  brackets,  with 
the  result  tiiat  $4,10U  must  go  to  the  Gov- 
ernment." 

Continuing,  Mr.  Harrison  says:  "The 
motion  picture  Industry  has  made  good 
use  of  radio  stars  without  alienating 
them  from  radio.  But  it's  worried  silly 
about  losing  part  of  the  service  of  its  own 
big  stars.  If  Don  Ameche  and  Carole 
Lombard  can  get  $5,000— which  they  do— 
for  three  hours  of  rehearsal  and  a  few 
minutes  of  actual  broadcasting,  they 
scarcely  can  be  blamed  for  not  wanting 
to  toll  all  year  on  hot  sound  stages  " 

Mr.  Harrison  puts  it  very  bluntly  that 
radio  offers  the  golden  future  of  cet-rlch 
in  a  hurry  and  Is  going  to  pay  the  piper 
to  secure  the  talent  it  requires. 

Centralized  Control 

THE  production  of  radio  programmes 
IS  rapidly  becoming  centralized  in 


gramme  over  the  larger  networks  of  th« 

I  i  .'i  d  States  runs  into  many  thousands 
ol  dollars  an  hour  for  which  the  sponsor 
must  pay.  How  many  Industries  in  Can- 
ada, desiring  lo  sell  their  products 
throuKh  air  advertising,  could  alTord  to 
pay  the  exhorbitant  prices  demanded  by 
tlie  American  hook-ups.  Sponsors  in  the 
United  States  may  advertise  to  120,000.000 
poicutiai  buyers.  Canadian  spon^tars 
Could  reach  at  the  most  something  like 
12.000,000.  counting  all  heads.  It  is  rea- 
sonable, then,  to  suppose  Canadian  ad- 
vertisers will  continue  to  secure  best  serv- 
ice thidu^;h  the  medium  of  newspapers 
without  any  attempt  to  compete  with 
.American-made  goods  advertised  and 
shipped  to  Canada  on  which  Canadians 
pay  a  percentage  of  the  cost  of  costly 
radio  advertising,  plus  the  duty. 
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Canninq  the  Clam

regulations  now  In  force  are  adequatle  to 
ensure  conservation  without  working  any 
hardship.  Their  contention  would  apbcar 
to  be  borne  out  by  tlw  experience  of'  the 
Sidney  Canning  Company.  In  the  thirty- 
five  years  of  operation  the  Sidney  plant 
ha.s  always  been  able  to  obtain  sufftclent 
supplies  for  its  needs,  and  any  reduction 
in  offerings  of  supplies  has  Invariably  been 
due  to  rea.sons  other  than  depletion  of 
clam  beds  In  fact.  In  the  week  before 
last  Christmas,  when  tides  were  partic- 
ularly favorable  for  digging,  there  wert 
one  hundred  tons  brought  Into  the  can- 
nery, the  largest  supply  for  any  one  tidal 
period  In  Uw  history  of  the  plant. 

Delivering  a  Catch 

S  already  Indicated,  clams  are  received'

at  Sidney  from  the  boats  of  fisher- 
men, but  this  is  only  one  of  the  forms  of 
carrier  utilised.  The  company  operates  a 
collection  .scow,  which  visits  many  .scat- 
tered central  points  along  the  east  coast 
of  the  Istamd  to  gather  the  clams  from 
per.son.s  lacking  delivery  'acuities  In  ad- 
dition, rowboats.  canoes,  power  boats  of 
every  description,  trucks,  latest  model 
sedans,  decrepit  old  flivvers,  wagons,  car- 
riages, and  even  bicycles  are  used  by  dig- 
gers to  transport  their  clam.^  to  the  can- 
nerjt  When  the'writer  visited  the  plant 
recently,  there  was  a  truck  being  unloaded. 
It  had  come  across  the  island  from  Sooke 
and  was  loaded  with  the  collective  harvest 
of  a  number  of  Indian.s  To  be  sure  that 
each  received  payment  for  his  or  her  quota 
of  the  ship,  the  diggers  had  followed  along 
behind  the  truck  in  their  automobiles, 
making  a  six-car  caravan.  Each  contrib- 
utor to  the  shipment  stood  by  checking 
carefully  his  clams  were  dumped  from 
sacks  into  the  standard  measures,  thus 
satisfying  'himself  that  he  would  eollaet 

exactly  what  was  due  him 

No  time  Is  wasted  before  the  freshly 
arrivad  clams,  which  are  stlU  alive  on  de- 
livery, are  started  on  their  Journey  to  the 
ciUis.  They  are  first  dumped  into  a  rotat- 
ing arrangement  of  heavy-wire  screens, 
where  every  trace  of  sand  and  earth  is 
washed  off  the  shells  b^  strong  streams  of 
water.  Then  a  conveyor  carries  the  clams 
Into  a  attain  cooker,  where  the  blvalvea 

are  partly  cooked  for  about  ten  mnute.s 
The  heat  quickly  kills  the  clams  and 
caoses  the  shells  to  6ptn.  Juices  of  the 
eUuB,  calltd  naetar,  an  cMifhi  to  a  eon- 


talli  er  under  the^  copker.  Then  the  clams 
pass  Into  another  revolving  wire  .screen 
machine  which  separates  the  meat  from 
the/  .shell.  Water  i.s  played  throughi  the 
revolving  mass  constantly  to  removal  anjy 
trace  of  sand  ahd  grit,  for  freedom  from 
grit  of  any  sort  is  essential  in  quality  pack 
The  shells  are  carried  by  a  conveyor 
through  a  dryer,  from  wlu'iice  Ihey  p.i  ,s 
into  a  crushing  plant.  Four  grades  of 
crushed  shell  are  manufactured,  and  these 
are  markett  d  as  chicken  grit,  road  binder, 
dust  for  land  .sweetener,  and  grit  for  use 
in  making  stucco. 

From  the  separator,  the  meat  passes  to 

long  tables.  Here  a  large  stafT  of  girls 
is  employed  in  checking  the  meat  from 
every  clam.  The  tips  of  the  necks  ftre  cut 
ofT  and  discarded,  and  the  meat  Is  segrc- 
gated.  that  of  tlie  butter  clams,  which 
comprises  practically  the  entire  supply 
going  directly  to  the  canning  .section,  while 
that  of  the  cockles  and  the  sea  clams  goes 


to  the  mincing  machine  before  it  Is  ready 

for  canning 

When  ready  for  canning,  the  meat  is 
placed  iti  i/ans  In  specific  quantities  by 
weight,  depending  upmi  the  si.'e  of  can 
being  used..  Then  the  can  is  filled  with 
the  nectar  iwhich  was  caught  when  the 
.shells  wer^  opened  in  the  pre-cooker. 
Thence  the  product  goes  into  a  powerful 
machine  which'places  the  tops  on  the  cans 
and  seals  them  automatically  with  aston- 
ishing speed  From  the  capper  machine 
the  caiLs  are  taken  to  the  retort,  a  great 
cylindrical  piece  of  mechanism,  and  in 
this  they  are  held  for  one  and  <ine-half 
liours  in  a  temperature  of  between  230  and 
240  degrees.  The  cans  are  then  ready  for 
labeling  and  packing  in  ca.s^s. 

The  labeUng  machine  works  with  grcut 
rapidity,  taking  the  cans  as  fast  as  a  man 
is  able  to  place  them  in  its  conveyor.  It 
IS- interesting  to  note  that  the  familiar  and 
attractive  blue  and  red  lettered  label  of 
'Saanich  Brand  "  is  the  .s  iine  as  was  used 
when  the  plant  first  .started  thirty-flve 
years  ago.  The  design  has  never  been 
changed,  with  the  exception  of  the  addi- 
tion of  a  recipe  for  clam  chowder,  and  the 


labels  have  been  printed  through  all  that 
time  by  The  Colonlsi  Printing  ds  Publish- 
ing Company. 

The  bulk  of  the  pack  is  put  up  in  (  nc- 
pound  kali  tins.  Two  ot^er  sizes  are  pre- 
pared, bne-half-potnid  Hats  and  one-gallon 
cans.  The  average  annual  pack  4»i^p- 
proxirnlately  10.000  cases  of  forty-Jight 
cans.  I 

Cleanliness  in  Plant 

SOMFHOW  one  thinks  of  odors  not  alto- 
gether piea.sant  wlien  one  thinks  of 
clams  in  large  quantities.  It  is  a  surprise, 
then,  to  find  that  in  a- clam  canning  fac- 
tory they  are  not  offensive  to  tender  nos- 
trils. The  odor  of  clams  in  the  cannery 
Is  little  stronger  than  when  clam  chowder 
I;:  in  tlie  making  in  the  family  kitchen. 
Of  course,  cleanliness  Is  emphasized  in  the 
Kidney  plant,  as  it  must,  be  eniiih:i.si/ed 
wlierever  food  is  being  prepared  lor  hu- 
man consumption,  and  if  one  suspects  that 
a  visit  If)  a  clam  cannery  might  destroy 
one's  taste  for  steafned  or  baked  clams  or 
for  chowder,  such  conjecture  is  not  war- 
ranted, for  there  ^  nothing  about  the  pro- 
cesses or  the  premises  that  could  be  objec* 
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With  Funds  Available 
T  is  the  hope  of  Canadians  that  the 

present  corporation  controlling  radio 
in  Canada,  is  trying  to  do  a  good  Job 
with  the  funds  available,  but  it  would  not 
be  fair  to  suppose  for  a  moment  that  Cana- 
dian radio  could  ever  hope  to  break 
through  the  big-time  barriers  set  by  the 
money-controlled  talent  that  is  necessary 
to  keep  this  Dominion  on  the  radio  map  of 
the  North  American  continent. 

Just  now  the  people  of  Canada  are  an- 
noyed because  the  Government '  propo.ses 
to  amend  the  Radio  Broadcasting  Act  to 
permit  the  Bi-oadcast  Corporation  to  collect 
an  additional  llfty  cents  on  present  re- 
ceivers and  to  tax  $2.50  for  secondary  seta. 
The  protests  may  be  based  on  the  In- 
crease In  fees,  but  from  the  comment  ac- 
companying many  of  the  official  protests 
it  would   appear  a   goodly  number  of 

Canadians  are  not  all  satisfied  with  the 
caUbre  of  the  entertainment,  culture  or 
ideals  at  present  carried  on  the  national 

chain. 

And  so  the  argument  of  government 
control  of  radio  boils  down  to  the  question 

of  dollars  and  cents  and  how  much  the 
Canadian  people,   through  the  Oovem- 


tionable  to  even  the  m(^st  fastidious  per- 
sons.   The  writer,  who  likes  clams,  can 

en.)oy  thenji  with  greate/  rel^i  thin  ever, 
and  with  jnore  C(.»nfldei(ice  In  the 'canned 
product,  flhe  photographer  who  accom- 
panied thd  writer  did  nk  l|ke  cla^s  and, 
.sorry  U)  ,sliy,  hp  still  d-L's  not  llkte  them, 
but  he  has  decided  that  it  is  simply^  a  mat- 
ter of  personal  taste.  ' 

Speaking  of  the  photographer,  there  is 

a  story  about  .seagulls  which  explains  the 
Picture  appearing  in  the  accompanying 
ll!ustratlons.  As  mentioned,  part  of  the 
neck  of  each  clam  Is  removed  and  dis- 
carded. These  are  dumped  in  great  quan- 
tities out  on  the  wharf.  There  always 
are  a  few  .seagulls  abouL  in  search  of  food 
and  looking  for  an  opportunity  to  steal  a 
few  clams.  When  the  boxes  of  necks  ap- 
pear on  the  wharf  the  gulls  appear  from 
nowhere  by  the  hundreds.  Before  the  man 
Is  able  to  dump  his  load,  the  birds  are 
wheeling,  driving  and  screeching  as  only 
gulls  can  do  when  inod  is  in  the  ofllng 
The  bolder  ones  ahght  on  the  side  of  the 
box  for  a  moment,  seize  a  mouthful  and 
are  off  again.  Immediately  'he  box  Is 
emptied  there  is  a  mass  of  birds  gorging 
themselves  as  rapidly  as  possible.  In  less 
time  t!i;in  H  takes  to  tell  about  it,  the  tit- 
bits have  been  cleared  from  the  wharf 
completely.  The  cannery  has  no  problem 
ii'  disposing  of  the  necks,  the  only  wa.xt^^ 
in  the  clam,  for  the  seagulls  are  ever  ready 
to  take  care  of  that.  Any  bits  that  are  left 
in  cracks  in  the  flooring  are  soon  washed 
into  the  sea  by  a  powerful  Jet  of  water 
from  a  hose. 

It  Is  in  the  handling  of  clams  that  the 

.seagull  *hows  his  real  cunning  Quickly 
he  aiKl  his  comrades  will  empty  a  box  of 
the  shellfish  if  it  should  be  left  unguarded 
on  the  wharf  Oc(  aslr)naIly  a  gull  becomes 
the  victim  of  his  greed,  but  not  with  seri-* 
ous  consequences.  He  drops  into  the  bot- 
tom of  a  box  In  search  of  a  stray  bivalve, 
oqly  to  find  that  he  cannot  extend  his 
Wings  to  fly  out  again  His  plight  is  dis- 
covered in  due  cour.se  by  cannery  attend- 
snts  and  he  .s  released  without  Injury 

Clams  have  been  used  as  a  source  of 
food  on  this  coast  since  kmg  before  the 

coming  of  the  white  man  The  coastal 
tribes  of  Indians  not  Infrequently  had  to 
resort  to  a  clam  diet  when  hunting  was 
BftOJf'and  f^sh  were  .varce  So  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  little  shelled  animal 
had  a  place  in  their  mythology.  One 
legend  concerns  the  song  of  the  winds.  It 
1«  said  among  one  of  the  tribes  'hn>  long, 
long  ago  their  forefathers  were  faced  with- 
a  sartoM  ahortafa  Of  food.  SvmttMclam 


ment  and  the  Broadcast  Corporation,  are 
prepared  to  pay  to  secure  a  service  "that  Is 
equal  In  all  respecu  to  any  coimtry  in 
the  world." 

Supposing  the  argument  Is  tenable, 
what  could  the  Uovernment  do  witii  tiie 
system  It  has  buift  up?  It  has  been  sug- 
gested from  more  than  OOa  quarter  that 
the  Canadian  Broadcasting-  Corporation 
eonslder  the  use  of  Canadian  stations,  aU 
ready  in  existence,  for  the  .development 
of  short-wave  broadcasts  from  otlier 
parts  of  the  British  Empire,  from  Eng- 
land across  the  Atlantic  and  from  .Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand  across  the  Pacilic. 
It  would  not  be  wise  to  attempt  the  run 
of  the  air  progranimes  because  many  of 
them  emanating  from  Empire  pumts 
would  hot  be  suitable  for  Canadian  con- 
sumption. But  it  could  arrange  lor  spec- 
ified, programmes  that  would  have  great 
intereet  to 'Canadians  and  new  Canadians^ — - 
The  sliort-wave  programmes  could  be  in- 
terspersed with  features  of  sports  in  Can- 
ada or  any  other  programme  not  carried 
through  American -owned  and  eoBtraUad 

station.s. 

A  lot  of  money  is  going  mto  the  Cana- 
dian radio  system  atid  it  would  ae  weu  ii 

Canadians  stopped  to  consider  what  the 
future  costs  would  be  and  if  Uie  time  had 
come  for  a  general  review  of  ttat  whole' 
broadcasting  sltuatlm  in  tha-  ttl^t  of 
de\«lopments  across  the  line  and  tlie 
chase  for  the  dollars  by  Canadian  talent 
and  Canadian  ^trained  radio  cnftaiMira. 

 An  Old  Policy

T  does  not  seem  the  fair  Ihttig  to  do  io 


Ing  a  policy  outlined  several  years  ago.  it 
does  not  gain   much   to  critlciae  lha 

•  present  Minister  of  Transport,  Hon  C  D 
Howe,  who  was  not  even  In  the  picture 
when  the  natlonaUsatlon  of  radio  broad- 
casting became  a  part  of  Oovernment 
policy.  The  policy  which  the  Broadcast 
Corporation  is  trying  to  carry  out  is  one 
laid  down  at  a  time  when  the  business  of 
radio  broadcasting  had  not  reached  the 
stage  of  competitive  industry. 

It  does  not  gain  the  people  of  Canada 
very  much  to  blame  the  Oovernment,  the 
Commissions  or  other  agencies  for  a  re- 
versal of  the  recommendations  as  laid 
down  In  the  report  of  the  Alrd  Commis- 
sion. Tiiey  had  to  be  reversed^  and  the 
present  policy  Is  not  very  much  farther 
ahead  because  the  whole  business  of  radio 
broadcasting  in  Canada  is  dependent  upon 
the  amount  6f  money  poured  into  ti— and 

I  .say  poured  Into  It  because  that  is  what 
is  going  to  happen  if  the  Oovernment  de- 
cides to  undertake  tullv  the  whole  of 
broadcasting  in  this  country. 

We  are  all  Canadians  with  an  independ- 
ence and  freedom  enjoyed  by  no  other 
citizens  of  a  great  country.  We  do  not 
have  to  be  broadcasted  into  a  belief  In 
the  institutions  of  our  Dominion,  or  of  the 

Empire  We  reserve  the  right  to  exprCSI 
ourselves  in  the  matter  of  entertainment, 
and  as  much  as  we  might  desire  to  assist 
Canada  in  the  development  of  a  radio 
policy,  we  do  not  care  to  do  it  at  a  cost 
of  $2.50  per  receiver  now  and  probably  $20 
within  the  n«rt  five  yaars,  dtroctly  or  in- 
directly. 


supply  was  cut  off  because  the  tides  did 
not  ijecede  low  enough  to  permit  digging. 

The  situation  was  becoming  desperate 
when  very  early  one  morning  the  daughter 
of  a  ehlef  awoke  and  went  forth  in  search 
cf  food.  To  her  surprise  she  found  that 
the  tide  was  low,  and  without  waiting  to 
call  ^others  to  assist  she  ran  far  out  onto 
the  exposed  shores  As  she  dug,  all  intent 
upon  her  work,  she  was  seized  .suddenly 
by  the  father  of  all  clams,  who  held  her 
arm  in  a  vice-hke  grip  from  Which  aha 
could  not  free  herself. 

In  vain  she  struggled  to  free  herself  and 
in  vain  she  called  for  help,  the  wind  car- 
rying the  sound  of  her  voice  away  from 
her  friends  and  relations.  Ui  came  the 
tide.  Slowly  but  steadily  the  water  en- 
gulfed tier  as  the  wind  carried  her 
screams  and  calls  away  into  space.  Never 
since  have  the  tides  failed  to  ebb  and  flow 
In  regular  cycles,  for  the  Father  of  All 
Clams  has  been  satisfied  with  the  saf-riflce 
of  the  Indian  maiden,  and  clams  are  avail- 
able to  mankind  at  regular  intervals.  And  < 
the  noises  of  the  winds  are  a  reminder  to 
all  of  tlie  shrieks  and  screams  of  the  ter- 
rified girl  who  gave  her  Ufa  to  save  her 
comrades  from  starvation 

Clams  indirectly  played  a  part  In  a  his- 
torical incident  on  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
cf  uver  I.^land  Nearly  sixty  year.s  ago,  in 
about  1880,  Father  Nicholaye.  a  priest  from 
Flanders,  was  stationed  at  Kyuquot.  He 
was  a  stern  Sabbatarian,  who  was  later  to 
become  loved  and  revered  by  all  wi'h 
whoni  he  dealt.  He  insisted  that  the  In- 
dians should  gather  clam.s  only  on  weelc- 
days  and  ob-serve  thf  Sabbath  a.s  a  day  of 
rest.  This  injunclion  the  Indians  could 
not  understand,  and  refused  to  obey. 
Poinding  s'^>me  of  his  charsje.s  digging  one 
Sunday  at  low  tide,  he  had  the  daughter 
of  a  chief  brought  bafofa  him*  and  ordered 

her  hair  cut  as  a  penalty 

Had  he  known  more  about  the  Indians, 
he  would  have  hesitated  at  such  drastic 
punishment,  for  only  a  slave  was  shorn, 
and  to  cut  the  hair  of  anyone  was  an  act 
of  extrejne  degradation.  Father  NIeholaya 
realized  this  only  when  the  tribe  turned 
upon  him  and  drove  him  into  the  little 
church,  where  he  was  forced  to  hide  in  the 
belfrey  to  escape  the  shots  that  were 
poured  into  the  walls  of  the  building  For 
thir^n  hours  he*remained  there  without 
food  or  water,  when  a  sealing  schooner.  In 
charge  of  Captain  Dan  MacAul«y.  hap 
pened  into  port.  The  captain  rescued  the 
priest  and  made  peae«'  with  tha  Xmtos. 
I'  Is  said  that  Father  Nlcholaye"«  hair 
turned  white  during  his  tarrUyinc  txpctl-

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THE  night  had  been  marked  by  one  ot 
the  rare  froits  of  the  Winter.  Pour 
or  five  dpRrecs  with  a  north  wind 
had  given  to  every  iiiiallow  streamiel  and 
every  puddle  a  crystal  roof  throufh  irhlch 
waajMen^e  water  witli  its  green  herb- 
age of  |^a«8  and  weeds.    I  ielt  the  road 
as  loon  as  possible  and^betook  myieR  to 
a  .sheltered  hillside  where  the  oalcs  offered 
glades  among  their  ashy  trunks.  The 
leaves  of  Summer  etUl  lay  in  windrows 
as  in  Autumn,  but  their  russet  had  be- 
come greatly  darkened  by  rain  and  ex- 
posure and  t^ir  texture  eoarsed.  so  that 
while  they  responded  to  tlie  wind  in  the 
more  open  places  or  to  the  rambler's  fool 
their  sound  was  harsh.  Utile  streams  ran 
down  the  gradual  .slope,  their  beds  marked 
by  pebbles,  and  occasionally  where  the 
iutd  rose  a  few  inches  higher  than  usual 
the  waters  became  rapids  and  their  voice 
could  be  Just  heard  above  the  rustling  of 
the  dead  leaves.

"^^^CT  cigf  iu  belt  of  conifers,  chiefly 

"  J-^  the  hand.sonie  bal.sain  or  grand  fir, 
the  trees  rising  close  together  and  with  a 
statrty  splre-like  habit,  llielr  dark  green, 
shining  and  flattened  branchlet.s.  and 
their  fan-like  spread  of  branches  are  al- 
ways beautiful  to  see.  and  their  needles 
cru.shed  between  the  fingers  have  an  odor 
suggestive  of  Christmas  tree^  and  oranges. 
A  few  Douglas  firs  were  scattered  among 
them  tiinr  (oior  bluer  and  their  foliage 
softer  and  more  tasseled.  Above  on  the 
left  rose  the  dioritic  rocks  with  small  oaks 
.springing  from  the  shallow  soil  between. 
Broad  fields  spread  to  the  right  with 
gleams  of  light  where  the  water  lay  in  the 
hollows.  Turning  up  on  the  steep  hill- 
side the  greater  coiorfulness  of  the  roc  ks 
in  Winter  showed  itself  to  be  the  effect 
of  the  vigorous  growth  of  plants '  that 
flourish  only,  or  chiefly,  in  the  rainy 
season. 

The  rich  clumps  of  Ikorlce  fern  are  the 

mosl  conspicuous  tokens  of  this  a.s  the 
fern  Itself  is  the  largest  of  the  Wuiter 
plants.  Even  when  severe  frosts  and 
piercing  wlnd.s  .shrivel  It  up,  as  .sometimes 
happens,  it  will  come  out  afresh  with 
warm  rains.  The  lichens  are  so  plenti- 
ful that  they  almo.st  completely  conceal 
the  true  aspect  of  the  rocks,  imparting  to 
them  a  broken  silvery  grey.  Closer  in- 
spection shows  that  most  of  the  spreading 
lichens  are  greyish  with  touches  of  yel- 
low. The  upright  ones  are  usually  green- 
ish grey  and  their  cups  are  .scarlet  or  dark 
brown.  The  flaky  surface  so  general  gives 
them  a  peculiar  texture  and  it  is  interest- 
ing a.s  an  example  of  how  beauty  .uid 
utility  are  combined  m  Nature.  Idr  these 
flak*  play  an  important  part  in  the 
propOgation  of  lichens,  ariuik;  much  as 
cuttings  do  in  the  hands  of  the  gardcher.

Old  Man's  Beard 


VI^HILE  the  oaks  are  bare  of  leaves,  ex- 
W  cept  here  and  tliere  a  very  young 
one  that  holds  still  its  brown  foliage  of 
last  Summer,  they  are  frequently  adoriied 
on  older  trees  in  common  with  .some  of  the 
firs  With  a  trailing  wlutish-green  lichen 
which,  because  of  its  thick  hairlike  clus- 
ters,' is  familiarly   known   as   old  m.urs 
beard.     Climbing  upwards   among  the 
rocks  other  Uchens  are  seen,  some  of  them 
fallen  from  th«  trees  in  a    gale,  others 
growing  on  the  patches  of  green  moss. 
Thtjr  vary  in  color  from  a  leaden  grey  to 
a  dark  green    The  mosses  are  almost  of 
as  mihy  tints  of  green  a.s  there  are  species, 
and  the  varying  structure  of  the  plants 
,  and  their  small  leaves  In  as  Important  in 
this  rMpect  a.s  the  actual  color  of  the  lat- 
ter.   Wirier  and  sending  out   its  little 
branches  over  moss  and  rock  alike  the 
•tlaglnella  or  lesser  club  mou  is  a  con- 
spicuous feature  of  the  rock  nora    Not  to 
bt  completely  outdone  In  these  early  Feb- 
ruary days,  the  cardamlne  or  bltter-crpu 
has  sent  up  It.s  flowering  stalk  fr, .m  .• 
thick  rosette  of  compound    leaves  and 
Shows  Its  little  white  blossoms  to  a  chilly 
world     And  they    are  ntit    the  f^rst,  for 
several  slender  pods  are  Uxere,  too,  and  if 
you  hold  (iiM.ttp  to  the  Ught  yon  can  see 
in  it  QMrljr  thirty  tiny  tsads  one  abovt 
anoilMr. 

Pools  in  Hollows 

SOMl  Mttle  way  up  pools  of  water  are 
discovered  in  hollows  between  the 
ledges,  some  of  them  twenty  to  thirty  feet 
long.  These,  too.  are  only  Winter  pools,  but 
seasonal  as  they  are  and  In  spite  pf  the 
thin  sheet  of  Ice  that  covers  each  of  them, 
they  are  by  no  means  just  plain  water. 
Beneath  the  transparent  covering  with  Its 
ciirlotis  curves  which  mark  the  energy  of 
the, congealing  frost,  recalling  in  a  coarser 
way  the  tee-foliage  of  a  window  in  real 

ftttaing  weather,  there  lies  a  pcruiiar 
worid  with  jmimals  and  plants  diiTcD  nt 
from  those  to  which  we  are  accu.stcjmed- 

end  for  the  most,  part  microscopic  in  Site. 
80  far  from  despising  small  things,  we 
should,  rather.  I  believe,  value  them  fpr 
the  witness  they  bear  to  the  providence  of 
Ood  and  e.speclally  the  manner  In  ^uhlch 
t>eauty  and  order  permeate  creation.

1 MAOINE  yourself  seated  with  me  before 
-I    the  instrument  withour  piece  of  pond- 
scum  and  the  water  ranunculus  plants 
beside  us  in  a  little  dish  of  water.  Let  us 
take  first  ar  plece  of  the  greert  aCum.  It  Is 
seen  to  be    made    up    of  innumerable 
threads  of  cells  in  length    about  three 
times  their  diameter.   A  few  are  empty, 
but  the  great  majority  contain  chlorophyll, 
the  substance  that  gives  to  all  foliage  its' 
freen  color. — Here  and  there  m. 
beeome  enlarged  and  contains  an  oval 
yellow  or  orange  brown  body  which  is  a 
spore-body  and  wiU  eventuaUy  give  rise  to 
new  fllament.s  of  cells.   Some  of  the  flla. 
ments  have  every  second  ceU  thus  occu- 
pied and  in  places  the  mass  is  dotted  with 
these  and  other  .spore -bodies     There  are 
a  few  filaments  of  greater  wid-h  .and  with 
cells  shorter  in  proportion  to  tiuu  width. 
In  thr.;e  the  chlorophyll  la  arranged  in  a 
definite  pattern.    Under  a    still  higher 
power  it  is  po.ssible  in  some  of  the  former 
cells  to  distinguish  within  them  a  con- 
stant movement  of  minute    bodies,  iiio 
Brownian  movement,  as  it  is  called  after 
its  discoverer,  an  oscillatory   motion  of 
particles  in  a  liciuid 

But  there  are  other  plants  besides  these 
fllamentous  ones,  though  in  number  they 
are  as  yot  but  few.  Among  them  are  the 
dcsmids,  one-celled  plants  of  a  variety  of 
forms,  perhaps  the  most  common  being 
that  of  a  bow  or  a  new  moon,  a  segment 
of  a  large  circle  with  two  bright,  cle;ij- 
spots,  one  at  each  end  and  a  band  in  the 
centre.  When  fresh  and  active  they  are  a 
bright  vivid  green  Others  are  rod-.shaped. 
We  find  in  the  water  about  our  grefcn  fila- 
ments occasional  specimens  of  one  desmid 
v/hlch  is  almost  divided  Into  two  parts, 
each  of  which  has  rounded  ends  and  a 
pair  of  rounded  protuberances  between 
on  the  outer  side,  so  that  there  are  no  less 
than  eight  lobes  to  each  cell.  The  little 
plant  is  invisible  to  the  naked  eye. 

Onc-Ccllcd  Plants 
'T^HE  desmids  are  perishable,  cell-wall 

1  and  all.  But  another  species  of  one- 
f  I  lied  plant,  found  here  in  our  water  from 
the  pond,  is  inarked  by  an  extraordinary 
persistence  of  its  part  or  frustule.  Tho 
diatoms,  minute  as  they  are,  are  of  great 
economic,Jmportance,  finding  a  u.se  in  a 
variety  ofSttbstanoes  from  silver  polish  to 
cpncrcte.  More  Inilporiant  still  is  the  part 
they  play  in  the  life  of  the  sra  where  they 
ttrm  the  basal  food  of  fish  whose  migra-t 
tions  are  often  lailgelt  determined  by  thi 
abundance  or  scarcity  of  these  micro8cop4 
ic  life  whose  utility  is  le.ss  to  the  fore. 

The  diatom  plant  builds  for  itself  a  box-^ 
.shaped  home  of  pure  crysUl  or  silica.  Al- 
though some  10.000  species  are  known,  all 
dlfTcrlng  m  shape  and  ornamentation, 
this  foundation  plan  is  common  to  all.  It 
has  been  weU  Ukened'to  the  old-fashioned 


plll-box.  which  you  remember  consists  of  a 
larger  and  a  .smaller  .section,  ntting  to- 
gether. Many  diatoms  have  the  shape  of 
piU-boxes,  but  the  majority  have  devel- 


oped other  and  often  much  more  In- 
tricate structures.  The  diatoms  cases  are 
not  only  wonderfully  shaped,  they  are  also 
even  more  astonishingly  patterned  wiin

Mr.  Sutherland  Is  a  descendant  of  the 
Selkirk  settlers  who  came  from  Scotland 
early  in  the  last  century  io  colonize  the 
Manitoba  wastes.  It  Is  but  natural  that 
the  trials,  the  tribulations,  the  courage 
and  the  endurance  of  tJiese  Scots  who 
were  driven  frnm  their  homeland  by  harsh 
and  ui:  \mpaihctu:  laiuiiotds.  and  of  the 
noble -hearted  and  high-spirited  Lord  8ei- 
kirk,  their  friend  and  patron,  should  bt 


very  near  to  the.puel  s  heart.  It  has  long 
been  the  ambition  of  Mr.  Sutherland  to 
recall  tho.se  times  and  the  heroic  figure  of 
Selkirk,  and  tell  their  story  in  verse,  as 
did  the  minstrels  of  old.

Lord  Selkirk  was  shocked  at  the  manner 
in  which  the  cotters  of  the  Highlands  were 
being  dispo.s.se.ssed  by  the  hundreds  to 
make  way  for  hunting  preserves  for  their 
sport^loving  chieftains.  '  He  tried  to  stoR 
this  ruthle.ssne.ss  by  legislative  enactment; 
and  failing,  purchased  the  majority  stork 
in  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  sUrted 
hU  Red  River  Colony.  Here  his  settlers, 
who  reached  the  new  land  of  hope  only 
after  appalling  sufferings,  were  confronted 
with  the  half -savage  and  fereeiotts  Nor'- 
westers.  who  hara.s.sed  the  newcomers,  un- 
til the  terrible  massacre  at  8a?tn  Oaks 
brought  the  matter  before '  Parliament, 
and  hastened  the  amalgamation  of  the 
rival  companies  These  struggles  to  es- 
tablish the  Scottish  crofters  in  a  new  land 
not  only  ruined  Lord  Selkirk  flnanelally,

.smaller  than  the  .smallest  of  plnheads. 
These  are  ostracods,  minute  crustaceans 
who  possess  a  bivalve  shell,  which  very 
etflciently  covers  them  so  that  they  enjoy 
a  certain  degree  of  safety  in  their  subma- 
rine activities.  If  we  put  one  in  a  drop^of  ^ 
v.ater  under  the  microscope  we  can  see  in 
front  the  finely  feathered  hairs  of  its 
antennie  adapted  and  used  for  swimming. 
The  shells  are  fringed  with  hairs  which 
are  also  found  scattered  over  the  surface. 
Another  erustacean  is  a  bright  red  crear 
ture,  ai.so  of  very  small  dimftnslnns,  known 
a;;  a  Cyclops  because  like  that  fabled  giant 
of  old  It  has  but  one  eye.  It  looks  as  li 
aiw^M  ui^  .       .^^^^^^  nfrnM  Mm 

a  tiny  boiled  lobst^'r.  We  .see  its  two  long 
slender  antennae  in  front  and  its  bifur- 
cated taU  behind,  and  the  general  resem- 
Wance  of  the  outline  to  a  peg-top.  Scien- 
tists call, it  one  of  the  copepods,  ma'ny  of 
which  are  Important  parasites;  our  little 
friend  is,  however,  a  free  and  active  swim- 
mer.  The  single  specimen  in  the  water 
from  our  pool  I  had  put  under  a  high 
power  for  examinaUon,  and  the  pressura 
of  the  exceedingly  thin  gla.s.s  cover  was 
t  vidcntly  too  much  for  him,  for  although 
I  replaced  him  in  the  dish  immediately  I 
found  the  next  morning  he  was  dead  I 
v.anted  to  find  out  some  further  particu- 
lars, gnd  again  placed  him  on  the  slide 

whereupon  I  saw  a  marvelous  spectacle. 
My  astonishment  may  be  imagined  when 
I  saw  the  Interior  of  the  rye  lops  swarming 
vnith  little  animalcules,  which  had  entered 
the  corpse  to  consume  the  flesh.   So  well 
had  they  done  It  that  the  red  coloring 
matter  of  the  crustacean  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  inside  of  their  own  single- 
celled  bodies.    Quite  liUrally  they  were 
engaged  In  "rolling  along"  one  after  the 
ether  up  and  down  the  otherwl.se  empty 
lialls  of  the  dead.    They  had  extended 
their  activities  to  every  nook  and  comer, 
including  the  antennae  and  the  bifurca- 
tions of  the  tail.    In  one  corner,  as  It 
seemed  to  an  outsider.  thVee  animalcules 
crammed  to  repletion  were  engaged  In 
wliat  looked  like  a  rather  dizzy  game  of 
revolving  round  and  round  each  other  in 
the  most  htdlcrouf  fashion. 

A  Tiny  Witcr  Flea 
tM  another  drop  we  discover  a  water  flea 

-I  engaged  In  a  similar  wild  whirligig 
with  an  animalcule.   The  water  flea  was 
considerably  the  lalrger,  and  the  extraor- 
dinary way  HI  which  he  revolved  anJ^his 
speed  eventually  p\xi  the  anlmalcull!  to 
flight.  The  water  flea  Is  no  relation  of  the 
pgile  and  irritating  insect,  only  toofwell 
known  on  land.    Thp  name  gf)es  baJk  to 
the  seventeenth  century  when  one  of  the 
earliest  microscoplsts,  a  Dutch  doctorf  dis- 
covered one  as  we  have  done  In  a  drop  of 
water  and  saw  a  resemblance  to  the  com- 
mon flea    They  are  crustaceans  like  the 
eyclops,  but  not  eojjepods;   the  .scientists 
call  them  branchiopods  or  the  gill-footed 
because  they  use  some  of  their  feet  for 
breathing  purposes    They  havt  a  trans- 
parent bivalve  shell  but  tiie  head  is  free 
While  we  are  looking  at  larger  and  per- 
haps more  brightly  colored  planU  and 
creatures   we    see    darting    through  the 
«ater  with  an  apparent  almlessness,  num- 
bers of  small,  oval.  flatUsh  forms  that  look 
Uke  living  beads  of  quicksilver.   It  Is  dim 
cult  to  get  them  to  "stay  put,"  but  when 
by  accident  that  happens  or  we  use  some 
thickening  addition  to  the  water  that 
stays  their  restlessness- we  can  see  their 
fringes  of  tiny  hairs.  A  larger  animalcule, 
commonly  luiown  as  a  "sllpper-anlmal- 
cule,"  shows  the  clUation  still  bett/'r.  and 
ss  it  can  be  found  moving  sluggishly  or 
almost  still,  except  for  the  wavelika  mo- 
tion of  the  hairs.  It  is  possible  (o  Munlno 
it  at  leisure. 

But  the  animals  of  the  pool  water  form 

an  almost  inexhaustible  subject  for  obser- 
vation and  study,  fivery  day  the  little 
dish  of  water  adds  to  the  number  of  lu 
oecu[)ants.  and  SO  to  Its  Interest,  in  the 
tangle  of  green  filaments  there  are  both 
spores  and  e^j/is  which  with  the  warmer 
conditions  of  the  house  plus  a  sonny  win- 
dow are  hatching  out  There  are  even  the 
larvae  of  insects  Ut  extend  the  zoological 
field  Only  yesterday  I  found  a  tiny  scar- 
let caterpillar-Ilke  creature  that  coll.s  It- 
self into  a  space  much  smaller  than  a  pin- 
head,  moves  atong  the  bottom  rather  in 
the  manner  of  a  measuring  worm,  and 
pa.s.ses  upward  and  through  the  water  bj 
rapid  gyrations  of  lU  slender  UtUe  body. 
I  haven't  been  able  to  make  out  what  It  is.

The  Oovern- 
nent.  therefore,  has  no  lack  of  opportuni- 
ties to  acfiualnt  It.seif  with  the  .state  of 
public  feeling  on  its  conduct  of  afTalr.s 
The  Arst  bye-elecUon  of  the  year  has

the  House  of  Lord.s  By  the  Act  of  Union 
ol  1800  tbe  peers  of  Ireland  were  em- 
powered to  elect  twenty(>elght  of  their 
number  to  the  Hou.se  of  Lords  to  sit  for 
life.  A  similar  arrangement  exists  in  re- 
spect ot  Seotland.  but  there  the  peers  are 
elected  for  each  Parliament.  ^

"The  BM  A  is  a  responsible  body,  with 
no  commercial  interest  to  serve,"  it  cour 
tlnues.  "Its  collective  opinion  may  be 
wrong,  but  It  is  entitled  to  respect.

There  is  no  probability  of  any  change  at 
Pontypridd.    Ipswich  jNresents  prospects

ing. The  Conservative  Majority  of  1931 
more  than  12,000,  was  almost  halved  In

nificantly allect  its  value  as  food."

First  Lady  in  China  Avows 
Her  Faith  in  Christianity

T  is  one  of  the  more  notewortliy  facts 
contemporary  politics  that  the 
leader  of  the  world's  most  populous 
nation  Is  an  adherent  of  an  imported 
religion  and  one  that  is  unknown  to  all 
but  a  handful  of  the  nation's  many  mil- 
lions. 

China's  religions  are  Conf  uciaiiLbin. 
Buddhism.  Taoism  and  Animism,  all  of 
Ihrm  rooted  in  a  long  past.  On  the  other 
hand,  Christianity  m  China  Is  an  alien 
and  an  upstart.  Yet  Generalissimo 
ChianR  Kai-shek,  reared  in  the  ancestral 
Buddhist  faith,  and  himself,  until  ^me 
seven  years  ago,  a  devout  Buddhist,  avows 

himself  a  follower  of  Jesus  Cliri.st  Be 
Side  him  stands  Madame  Kai-shck,  also 
an  avowed  Christian.  These  two,  whom  a 
'widely-read  American  weekly  recently 
acclaimed  as  the  most  notable  man  and 
wife  of  1937,  are  one  In  patriotism  and  in 
faith. 

The  present  writer  recently  received 
from  Shanghai  a  booklet  written  by 
Madame  Kai-shek,  entitled  "My  Religion: 
A  Personal  Exposition  by  the  First  L.'uly 
of  £rc3ent  China.  Tins  appeared  in  The 
Shanghai  Evening  Post  and  Mercury  In 
the  i.ssue  (^f  May  14.  1934.  a  little  le.s.s  than 
four  years  ago.  A  revised  edition  of  the 
booklet  is  stated  to  have-an  issue  of  3,000 
c(H)lea. 

In  some  2,500  words  tlie  nr.st  lady  of 
China  speaks  very  frankly  of  her  religious 
expprience.  She  truly  unbares  hrr  heart 
to  the  world.  She  does  not  hesit  ite  to

A  Mother's  Influence 

SHE  goes  on  to  n've  a  glimpse  of  her 
mother  s  prayer  hfe.  My  mother  was 
not  a  sentimental  parent.  In  many  ways 
.she  wa.s  a  Spartan  But  one  of  my  strong- 
est childhood  impressions  is  of  mother 
going  to  a  room  she  kept  for  that  purpose 
on  the  third  floor  to  pray.  She  spent  hours 
111  prayer,  often  beginning  before  dawn. 
When  we  asked  her  advice  about  any- 
thing, she  would  say,  I  mu.st  ask  God 
first.'  And  we  could  not  hurry  her.  Ask- 
ing God  was  not  spending  five  minutes 
lo  ask  Him  to  bles.s  the  child  and  grant 
the  request,  it  meant  waltmg  ufoa  God 
until  she  felt  HU  leading. " 

Mrs.  Soong,  Madame  Chiang's  mother, 
was  a  grisat  woman  as  well  as  a  great 
Christian.  The  mother  of  three  daughters 
and  three  sons,  each  of  whom  have  been 
highly  hifluential  in  his  or  her  sphere,  her 
total  Impress  upon  the  life  of  China  has 
already  been  profoimd  and  a  marked 
religious  strain  runs  tlirougli  it  .ill.  The 
Oenerali.s.suno  himsell  conlcs.se.s  that  lus 
conversion  to  Christianity  i^as  due  mainly 
to  hl.s  mother-in-law. 

Some  day  the  Christian  Church  will 
know  the  life  story  of  the  mother  of  the 
Soongs,  probably  more  fully  than  it  does 
the  biography  of  Susannah,  the  mother 
of  the  Wesleys.  Both  were  wives'  of 
Christian  pastors,  both  were  powerful

The  Soong  Sags 
ERE  let  us  make  a  detour  to  tell  in 
tabloid  the  story  of.  thU  Christian 

home  of  the  Soongs  In  1880  a  Chinese 
youtli  came  to  tiic  United  States  in  a- 
vessel  the  captitin  of  which,  one  Charles 
Jone.s,  taught  him  to  make  hammock.s, 
and  in  talks  with  him  often  spoke  of 
Jesus  Christ.  One  Sunday  evening  the 
young  foreigner  diift.fd  into  a  church  in 
an  American  city  and  under  the  preach- 


ing of  an  unnaiped  minister  was  con- 
verted and  baptized  as  Charles  Jones 
Soong,  after  the  name  of  h\%  captain 
friend.  An  interested  Melhodjisl  layman 
financed  his  way  through  riollege  and 
Soong  returned  to  his  homelalnd  as  a 
missionary  of  the  American  Missionary 
Society  to  teach  English  in  tjie  society's 
college  at  Shanghai 

There  he  met  and  niarrd[>d  Miss  Ni, 
daughter  of  the  first  Chinese  nastor  of  the 
church  connected  with  the  iLndon  Mis- 
sionary Society.  The  pair  became  pillars 
of  the  church  in  Shanghai.  Soong  oper- 
ated a  printing  e.stabllslunr  nt.  published 
Bibles,  prospered,  built  a  church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Soong  had  six  children, 
all  of  whom  have  played  a  notable  part 
in  China  and  its  public  aflaurs.  The  sub- 
ject of  our  sketch,  May  Ling,  married 
Chiang  Kai-shek,  another  is  the  widow  of 
.Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen,  founder  of  the  Chinese 
Republic;  the  third  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  H. 
H.  Kung,  formerly  active  in  Y  .MC  A.  de- 
velopment. The  three  sons  hold  high 
po.sltlons.  especially  T.  "V.  Soong.  This  In 
briefest  form  is  "tlic  saga  of  the  Soongs,"* 
and  after  the  manner  of  the  matriarchal 
Chinese  tradition.  Mother  Soong  is  the 
chief  iigure. 
^  The  religious  experience  of  Madame 
Chiang,  as  she  relates  it  in  the  newspaper 
article  mentioned,  was  associated  with  the 
love  for  her  country.  Writing  in  1934.  .she 
.said;  "During  the  last  .seven  years  I  haw 
suffered  much.  I  have  gone  through 
deep  waters  because  of  the  chaotic  con- 
ditions in  ChUia,  the  lopping  ofT  of  our 
richest  provinces,  the  death  of  my  saint- 
ly mother,  flood,  lamine,  and  the  lntrlgue.s 
of  those  who  should  have  been  helpmg 
to  unify  the  country.  All  these  things 
have  made  me  .see  my  own  madefjuacy." 

She  traces  three  phases  in  her  reUgious 
experience.  First,  there  was  a  passionate 
desire  to  do  .something  for  her  country. 
But  patriotism  was  not  enough.  "Some- 
thing was  lacking.  I  was  depending  on 
.self."  Following  a  sense  of  .self-cenlred- 
ness  even  in  her  patriotism,  came  a  period 
of  spiritual  depression.  She  realized— 
so  she  avers— that  spiritually  she  "was 
falling  her  husband,"  who  was,  through 
the  influence  of  the  late  Mrs.  Spong, 
steadUy  pushing  hU  way  towards  IS  own 
Illumination.  ^

'te/^UT  of  the  depth.s  of  despair  and 
V.^'  the  feeling  of  human  Inadequacy, 
I  was  driten  back  to  my  mother's  God:  I 
knew  there  wa.s  a  Power  greater  than  my- 
self.

Her  confe8.slon  of  faith    Was  penned 

about  the  time  of  the  launching  of  the 
New  Life  Movement,  of  which  some 
account  has  been  given  in  these  columns. 
Several  times  in  recent  years  Madame 
Chiang  has  given  similar  testimony.  The 
latest  public  utterance  of  this'  sort  was 
made  under  date  Nanking,  June,  19S7, 
when  she  wrote,  jointly  with  her  hus- 
band, the  following  lor  The  Hising  Tide," 
the  illustrated  magazine  put  out  by  the 
Oxford  Group  Movement: 

"The  regeneration  of  the  coimtry  has 
become  our  national  aim,  possibly  only 
through  the  spiritual  revival  oi  tii'  p' o- 
ple.  The  challenge  of  the  Oxford  Group 
to  rebuild  .society  on  the  simple,  unassail- 
able fouiHiation.s  of  iiid.vKiiiai  honesty, 
sincerity  and  selflessness  Is  the  challenge 
for  a  Christian  revolution.  The  success 
of  .su(  )i  a  rev(.)lution  depends  on  men  of 
•    character  and  faith." 

Within  a  month  of  this  declaration 
came  the  dark  day  in  July  that  started 
the  present  conflict,  and  that  placed  a 
still  heavier  burden  upon  the  shoulders 
of  these  two  leaders.

THB  death  of  Slr~  Thomas  Whlta  1^  tha 
age  of  si.xty-one  deprives  Liverpool  of 
one  of  its  leading  pubhc  men  and  also  of 
the  nearest  approach  to  a  political  bosi 
kn^wn  In  this  country.  In  this  latter 
capacity  he  succeeded  Sir  Archibald  6av- 
Idge,  who  had  made  the  Liverpool  Work- 
Ingmen's  Conservative  Association  his  in- 
strument for  keeping  wprklng-GlMS°  votti 
for  his  nominees. 

This  party  autocracy  was  chidliiigMI,  «• 
v.  ill  be  recalled,  during  Sir  Thomas  White's 
lime,  by  young  Randolph  Churchill,  who 
ran  against  the  official  candidate  at 
Wavertree  in  a  bye  election.  A.s  a  conse- 
quence of  the  vote-sphtting.  Labor  won  a 
normally  safe  Conservative  seat.  Nothing 
much,  however,  has  been  hegfA  Of  Win- 
slon  Churchill's  son  since. 

Sir  Thomas  had  a  remarkable  career. 
He  owed  nothing  to  good  fortune  He  be- 
gan as  a  boy  by  running  ofT  from  home 
and  stowing  away  on  a  sailing  vessel. 
Later  he  became  ship's  steward  and  then 
successively  a  paper  merchant,  an  estate 
agent  and  a  bartender.  Eventually  he 
achieved  ownership  of  several  puMle* 
houses  and  an  interest  In  a  brewery.  He 
was  a  lifeloitg  teetotaller  and  non-smoker. 

In  after  life,  known  throughout  the 
North  of  England  as  "the  man  wln)  ran 
Liverpool,  '  Sir  Thomas  became  a  member 
of  the  Liverpool  City  Council,  head  of  the 
civic  llnanre  c(»nimiltee.  chairman  of  the 
Mersey  Tunnel  committee  (in  which  ca- 
pacity he  brought  that  great  enterprise  to 
completion)  and  chairman  of  the  Nation&l. 
Conference  of  A.s.se.s.sment  Committees  and 
ol  the  Central  Valuation  Committee  of 
England  and  Wales.  In  these  various  posi- 
lion.s  he  earned  the  hlghe.st  prai.se  for  his 
masterly  grasp  of  civic  duties  and  his 

direction  of  local  Conservatism.

By  his  own  desire  Sir  Thomas  was  burled 
in  the  storm-tossed  waters  off  the  coast  of 

Wales  There  wa.s  a  heavy  .sea,  driving 
rain  and  a  westerly  gale  when  the  .sU  amer 
bearing  his  body  put>out  from  the  landing 
stage.  Thousands  of  people  saw  her  leave. 
"We  shall  meet  beyond  the  river"  ttuy 
sang  as  the  boat  headed  out  Into  Livuipuol 
Bay.  past  the  lifhtshlps,  all  flying  flags  at 
half-mast,  to  a  wild  and  lonely  spot  off  tlM

The  Navil  Eitimafcf 

THE  Naval  Estimates  must  be  presented 
within  the  next  five  wrck.s,  but  unless 
some  authentic  Information  is  forth- 
coming very  soon  as  to  what  Japan  is 

doing  in  the  way  of  new  battleships., it  Is 
probable  that  there  will  be  no  provision  In 
them  for  battleships  at  all. 

Not  that  there  will  be  no  battleships. 
The  Admiralty,  however,  must  know 
whether  Japan  Is  really  building  .ships  in 
excess  of  the  35,0f)0-ton  limit  before  the 
British  programme  can  be  decided.  Brit- 
ain was  goiivg  to  build  battleslUps  anyway.

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British  Agriculture  After 
Six  Years  of  Experiment

THE   ugricultural  policy  of  Britain 
emerges  slowly.    In  a  world  of  pre- 
cast plans  the  outlines  of  our  plan 
began  to  take  shape  after  six  years  of  ex- 
perimentaUon.    Wlfen.  after  eighty-odd 

years  of  bland  speclatorshlp.  the  Govern - 
ment  waii  called  upon  to  intervene,  the 
cne  thing  needful  was  quick  action.  Im- 
mediate remedies  were  called  for.  The 
actual  remedies  applied^ere  very  varied; 
^  AM''.'-:  was  Ijyt  oiit  cyinj/iyn  luclor  tx)  them»- 
and  that  was  the  raising  of  fanners'  in- 
comes. The  developments  of  1037.  how- 
ever, gave  some  semblance  of  coherence 
to  the  series,  and  suggest  the  lengths  to 
■which  the  State  is  prepared  to  go  In  Im- 
plementing them. 

 In  the  first  place,  lime  and  slag  pur- 

chases  are  heavily  subsidized  for  a  period 
9f  five  years.  That  is  a  definite  invitation 
to  all  and  sundry  to  improve  their  grass- 
land, and  for  that  matter  their  arable  land  ' 
too,  but  grass  „will  naturally  claim  the 
lion's  »har«.

•■Rrants     A  very  ambitious  scheme  for  dls- 


eatne  rose  in  1936  and  was  practically 
maintained  In  19S7.  Poor  hay  Was  prob- 
ably the  biggest  factor.  The-^y  harvest 
cf  19S6  was  an  exceptionally  wet  one. 
Hardly  anyone  secured  his  crop  In  good 
condition.  There  is  no  known  way  of  dis- 
posing of  poor  hay  without  reducing  milk 
yield.  Mere  addttltffrof  concentrated  foods 
will  not  make  good  the  ill  efTects  of  poor 
natural  lodder.  The  Spring  of  1937,  too^ 
was  late  and  wet.  so  the  period  of  Winter 
housing  was  U)nger  than  usual. 

"A  new  atmosphere  therefore  surrounded^

Otherwise  the  main  role  'of  the  State 
tends,  to  become  that  of  a  benevolent  In- 
surance company,  operating  without  pre- 
miums. The  original  Wheat  Act  really 
established  this  principal.  In  this  Act  a 
"standard"  price  for  a  standard  acreage 
was  defined -the  said  price  being  then 
nearly  double  the  world  price — and  the 
S^te  made  up  the  difference  between  the 
actual  returns  and  the  theoretical  returns 
which  growers  would  have  received  had 
their  grain  sold  at  the  standard  price. 
This  year  the  Act  has  been  mended  to 
provide  for  payment  on  a  larger  arreaKP. 
but  the  same  standard  price  is  retained, 
though  the  world  price  now  gpproaohes 
closely' lo  it.  Comparatively  small  subsi- 
dies will  therefore  be  payable.  The' 
scheme  has  become  in  effect  a  guarantee 
ofH  mlnimiun  pri^e. 

In  a  similar  way  a  limited  quantum  of 
assistance  is  promised  to  oat  and  barley 
growers  If  and  when  the  price  of  oats  falls 
below  eight  shillings  per  hundredweight, 
the  current  price  being  aboiM  niile  shll- 
l^gs.  A  "price  insurance"  scheme  of  the 
.same  nature  for  dairy  products  has  been 
laid  down  m  a  Wlule  Paper,  the  levy  sub- 
sidy on  foreign  imports  promised  under 
the  Elliott  regime  having  been  ab.-indoned 
(though  it  Is  true  small  tarltls  have  been 
Imposed  on  Argentine  beef). 

Of  course,  the  whole  posit icm  of  the 
agricultural  Industry  has  altered  pro- 
foundly since  the  dark  days  of  1932.  Th  >i  e 
has  been  an  all-round  ri.se  in  wholesie 
prices.  Tlie  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  g<  t  - 
eral  index  f<^r  agricultural  products  stat  a  is 
LOW.  at  abolut  135,  as  compared  with  100  in 
1932.  In  tliiejnalnj_thls  increase  Is  a  re- 
flection of  the  stabilization  of  #orld  tra  Ip; 
but  in  part/  It  stlU  reprMentaj  taxpay^ts' 
money.  ' 
Spate  of  Regulations 

IN  one  way  agriculture  may  be  said  to  be 
paying  dearly  for  the  help  It  is  recelv- 
int;  State  aid  has  Involved  an  almost  in- 
credible stream  of  Acts  and  orders  and 
rules.'  Is  there,  one  wonders,  any  indus- 
try on  earth  .so  cluttered  with  present.-day 
regulations  as  present-day  farming.  Those 
concerning  animal  husbandry  alone  run 
Into  viilutncs,  while  a  producer  of  hiRh- 
grade  milk  now  needs  the  mentality  of  a 
lawyer  as  well  as  the  practical  capacity  of 
a  farmer. 

It  has  been  a  curiou.s  year  for  milk- 
producers.  Ever  since  the  milk  scheme 
was  floated,  "surplus"  or  manufacturing 
milk  ha.^  constituted  a  Krave  burden. 
Worth  less  than  hall  the  price  of  milk  for 
liquid  tale.  It  has  constantly  dragged  down 
uio  pool  price.  In  the  early  days  the 
r.-ncme  gave,  or  appeared  to  give,  a  stimu- 
lus to  output.  '  Recorded  sales  through 
the  Board  urew  and  Krew,  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  every  incremental  gallon  was 
sold  for  manufacture  at  less  than  cost 
luicc  So  luave  became  the  superfluity 
that  a  scheme  to  provide  for  payment  on 
a  basic  quantity  at  one  rate  and  overplus 
at  a  lower  rate  was  moot.ed.  The  proposal 
met  with  fierce  criticism  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  tantanpunt  to  limiting  out- 
put. But  even  the  critt^cs  agreed  thai 
".MtmethiMK"  must  be  done  to  control  the 
ever-rlsmg  flood.  That  was  the  position 
when  th|  1937  com r*its  . were  signed  iln 
the  Autumn  of  V.VM^'.  No  sooner  were  the 
contracts  in  operation,  however,  than  it 
became  evident  that  the  tide  had  passed 
the  flood,  with  .serious  results  on  the  In- 
dustry. For  the  remainder  of  the  con- 
tract period  the  milk  market  presented  the 
stran^;e  spectacle  of  a  uniform  article 
being  sold  at  rates  ranging  from  Is  5d  to 
9d  per  gallon,  with  buyers  at  every  price 
clamoring  for  supplies  and  neither  pro- 
ducers nor  the  Board  able  to  reap  any 
benefit  therefrom. 

'     Milk  OHtput  Falls 

DEMAND  had  tnereased.  supply  had 
fallen,  but  before  either  of  these  facts 
were  rrallTed  the  milk  had  been  .sold  for- 
ward for  twelve  month.'?

creased.    That,  as  Dick  Swlveller  would 

say,  was  a  '  sta^,'gerer."  Every  authorita- 
tive body  which  has  examined  the  matter 
for  years  past  has  reported  that  this  mar- 
gin was  alreadjr  too  high.  No  reasoned 
explanation  has  yet  appeared.  The  de- 
cision was  reached  by  negotiation  between 
representatives  of  buyers  and  the  Board, 
•without  reference  to  arbitrators  a  fact 
worthy  of  much  more  attention  than  it 
has«eeelved. 

Combating  Tuberculosis 

FAR  exceeding  in  ultimate  importance 
the.se  transient  business  details,  how- 
ever, is  the  Government's  programme  lor 
disease  eradication  in  dairy  stock,  the  out- 
line of  which  has  been  made  public  within 
the  year.  A  national  veterinary  service 
has  been  initiated;  a  wholehearted  attack 
on  problems  of  animal  disease  has  been 
designed.  At  the  outset  tuberculosis  is 
being  tackled.  A  national  survey  of  the 
incidence  of  this  disea.se  in  cattle  is  beinR 
Inaugurated  with  a  view  to  the  establish- 
ment ^  of  disease- free  areas.  UAder  a 
scheme  known  as  the  Attested  Herds 
Scheme  great  assistance  is  being  given  to 
any  farmer  willing  to  clear  his  herd  of 
tubercular  animals,  and  a  premium  is 
being  paid  on  aU  milk  produced  by  such 
herds. 

Sheep,  the  sheet-anchor  of  farming  in 

hill  areas  and  formerly  the  centre  of  in- 
terest, If  not  the  main  source  of  income.  In 
many  arable  areas,' have  again  contributed 
their  -share  to  aKricullure's  wellbeinR. 
Mutton  and  lamb  have  been  relatively 
dear  for  years,  and  during  1937  prices  rose 
still  hiijher.  Moreover  wool,  which  since 
1931  had  been  barely  saleable  at  give-away 
prices,  rose  steeply.  Prices  notwithstand- 
ing, sheep  farming  in  recent  years  has  not 
been  plain  sailing.  Methods  in  arable 
areas  have  had  to  be  adapted  to  changed 
circumstances.  Over  wide  areas  the  biK^,'er 
breeds  folded  on  root  crops  have  had  to 
give  way  to  smaller  types  adapted  to  grass 
feeding. 

Parasitic  dl.sea.ses  are  a  constant  and  in- 
creasing Source  of  anxiety.  Recent  re- 
search has,  it  is  true,  placed  invaluable 
weapons  In  the  shepherd's  hands:  but 
there  are  many  troubles  for  which  no 
known  preventative  exists,  and  the  steady 
spread  nf  bracken  on  our  hills,  by  reducing 
the  feeding  area,  renders  land  contamina- 
tion ever  more  serious.  In  the  long  run 
the  fortunes  of  sheep  husbandry  are  de- 
termined by  grass  manaKcnien!. 

Beef  Production 

A SIMILAR  statement  "i.s  Hue  of  beef 
pfoduction.  For  beef  feeders  1937.  has 
been  the  best  year  since  the  economic 
crisis.  Prices  have  rLsen  from  the  Spring 
months  onward,  and  now  stand  at  4Ss  per 
live  hundredwelji^it.  as  compared  with 
378  6d  a  year  ago.  The  scheme  of  si^bsldy 
payments  now  provides  for  grants  at  the 
rate  o^  7s  6d  on  hlKh-Mu  i  .  .  cattle.  While 
It  would  be  Idle  to  pretend  that  even 
52s  6d  leaves  a  large  margin  of  proflt  to 
the  feeder,  it  is  undeniably  a  great  im- 
provement. 

As  with  sheep,  grass  has  come  to  domi- 
nate the  feeding  Industry.  For  years  past  • 
the  only  hope  of  avnldinc;  loss  on  feeding 
has  been  to  keep  cattle  as  much  aspo.sslble 
on  grass.  From  the  nation's  standpoint, 
perhaps  the  converse  proposition  is  the 
more  Interesting— that  the  level  of  grass 
farming,  the  productivity  of  grass,  is  de- 
termined by  the  profitability  of  cattle.  Our 
area  of  arable  land  has  declined  steadily 
.  for  half  a  century,  ilven  in  the  last  ten 
years  England  has  lost  nearly  L.'iOnoOO 
acres  of  ploughland — 14  or  15  pec  cent  of 
the  earlier  total.  Some  has,  of  course. 
I'one  to  roads  and  houses;  .the  bulk  has 
gone  into  permanent  grass  or.  worse  still. 
Into  rough  grazing. 

Now  this  change  from  arable  to  grass  is 
not  necp.«warily  and  wholly  a  matter  for 
tears.  Oood  gra.ss  under  modern  man- 
agement can  be  nearly  as  produettve  as 
arable  land  The  inttMislty  of  manage- 
ment of  the  grass  depends  on  the  pros- 
perity of  the  type  of  farming.  Thus  dairy 
cra.ssland  is  usually  highly  productive.  It 
|s  otherwise  In  the  beef  areas,  which  com- 
,  prise  perhaps  a  quarter  of  our  total  gra.«!.s 
>  Tbare  faramt  UaroHfh  the  iMn  years  hav« 


managed  their  gra.ss  at  a  loss  or  neglected 
It  and  taken  what  rake-off  ranching 
methods  would  give.  The  degeneration  of 
pastures  in  some^areas  needs  to  be  seen  to 

be  believed.  » 

It  is  therefore  extraordinarily  oppor- 
tune that  the  Governmt  iiL's  land-fertility 
scheme,  with  its  promise  of  cheap  lime 
and  slag— the  two  things  chiefly  needed 
for  re'Tiicration  of  the  gra'Ss— comes  into 
being  at  a  time  when  the  prospects  of  beef 
production  as  such  are  brightening.  It  is 
not,  of  course,  launched  as  an  aid  Urtoeef 
■  production  only,  not  even  as  a  means  to 
higher  production  generaiiy.  It  is  a  meas- 
ure of  defence.^  Ume^nd  to  some  extent  . 
slagi  represents  stored  fertility,  recover- 
able at  almost  any  time  with  the  share  of 
the  plough.  Subsidies  on  lime  and  slag 
are  in  effect  insurance  premiums  ]xud  to 
ensure  success  of  a  ploughlng-out.  cam- 
iijaign  in  the  event  bt  1917  recurring. 

 The  Ptgs  Board 

OF  ij^e  fortunes  and  pro.spects  of  the 
fourth  great  section  of  stock  farming* 
—'•swine  husbandry"  as  the  Americans 
term  it— little  can  be  said  here.  We  have 
a  Pigs  Board,  of  course.  At  least,  so  we 
infi-r  from  the  fact  tint  its  demise  has  not 
been  announced.  Twelve  months  ago  con- 
tracts were  signed  for  something  short  of 
2,000,000  bacon  pigs  to  be  delivered  to 
curers  within  the  year.  Owmn  to  the  fact 
that  2.250,000  were  not  offered,  and  in  con- 
sequence the  bacon  factories  of  the  coun- 
try could  not  ojierate  profitably,  afll  the.se 
contracts  were  cancelled  (or  rather,  they 
were  not  ratlfled  and  became,  therefore, 
nulli.  No  one  explained  why  the  figure 
2,250,000  had  such  mystical  significance; 
no  one  explained  why  pig  producers  tlhould 
be  made  responsible  for  lilling  factories 
other  people  had  built.  In  fact,  no  one 
explained  anything.  The  2.000,000  pigs 
have,  Imwcver,  been  bred  and  fed,  cured, 
and  consumed,  the  Pigs  Board  levying 
small  tribute  o|n  all  sales  efTected.  As  the 
price  of  plus  has  rLsen  steadily  to  a  level 
far  above  that  provided  for  in  thef abor- 
tive contracts,  perhaps  all  has  been  for  the 
best.  At  the  time  of  writing  there  is  no 
sicM  of  an  agreed  form  of  eontract  for 
1938,  and  to  judge  from  a  recent  statement 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  a  State  subsidy 
or  loan  to  curers  to  enable  them  to  i)ut 
their  houses  in  order  Is  probable.  Mean- 
while quota  restrictions  are  being  main- 
tained. 

And  what  of  the  farming  personnel,  the 
farmers  themselves  and  their  workers? 
Are  numbers  rising  or  falling?  Nay,  more. 
Is  it  desirable  that  numbers  should  rise  or 
fall?  H(jw  many  men  ought  EnglLsh  agri- 
culture to  employ?  Fundamental  ques- 
tions these  latter,  but.  easier  asked  than 
answered.  The  evolutionary  process 
whereby  our  agricultural  policy  has  grown 
up  afTords  no  answer  The  stall  .tu  al  po- 
sltloji  Is  clear  enough.  The  number  of 
our  agricultural  holdings  falls  steadily. 
We  have  lo.^t  about  25,000  in  the  last  ten 
years— mainly  In  the  very  small  .size 
groups.  The  total  of  agricultural  workers 
has  fallen  by  60,000.  Our  policy  leads, 
therefore,  to  a  better  livchood  for  a  con- 
tinuAly  shrinking  population.  Whether 
or  not  that  is  a  desirable  goal,  who  shall 
say? 


Preparing  for  Spring  by 

 .  Planting  Seeds  and 

Cuttings  Indoors 

DEEP-SOIL  oultlvatlon  Is  the  founda- 
tion of  all  good  gardening.  The 
jorify  of  plant.s  will  thrive  in  any  garden 
providing  the  soil  is  well  tilled  before  they 
are  planed,  while  no  amount  of  subse- 
quent care  will  compen.sate  for  slipshod 
soil  preparation.  For  this  reason  the  cor- 
,  rect  use  of  the  sp^de  and  digging  fork  is  of 
the  utmo.st  importance.  ^  ■ 


It  is  Important,  too.' that  (he  composts 
used  for  seed  sowing  and  potting  indoors 
be  carefully  mixed.  It  will  not  do  to  go 
out-of-doors  and  take  c\<  n  a  i;ood  uarden 
soil  and  fill  it  into  a  seed  pan  or  flat  and 
expect  results;  nor  is  such  a  soil  in  a  suit- 
able conditl6n  for  potting  house  plants. 

The  things  experienced  person.'?  seek 
w:hen  preparing  soils  for  Indoor  purposes 
are  a  good  mechanical  condition  which 
will  permit  of  free  drainage  and.  in  the 
case  of  established  plants,  adequate  fer- 
tility. Loam,  leaf-mold  (or' peat-moss) 
and  COar.se  sand  mixed  in  .nbout  equal  pro- 
portions win  provide  a  suitable  mixture 
for  seed  sowing.  For  potting  purpo.ses 
bonemeal,  cow  manure  OT  a  complete 
plant  food  is  added. 

Seed  Preparation 

CLEAN  pots  are  required,  and  before  the 
seed  Is  sown  the  soil  has  to  be  well 
watered.    A  few  seeds  will  need  special 
Itention  before  sowing:  for  instance,  the 
ard  coat  of  the  Canna  seed  (which  has 
arned  for  it  the  name  of  Indian  Shot> 
hould  be  cut  with  a  file;  all  darkjcolored 
weet  peas  germinate  better  if  ft  small 
piece  is  nicked  out  of  the  outer  skin,  many 
alpines  give  the  best  results  orjly  after 
they  are  first  exposed  t/i  frost.  / 

It  has  been  .said  that  a  good  gardener 
must  be  a  good  propagator,  and  m\s  Is  to 
a  large  extent  true.  While,  in  addition 
to  reproduction  by  seed  there  are  many 
specialized  methods  of  vegetative  propa- 
RsUon.  by  far  the  most  common  Is  by 
means  of  soft-wood  cuttings  .Such  a  cut- 
ting consists  of  a  portion  of  stem  together 
with  leaves,  or,  at  times,  a  single  leaf^T* 
used.  The  cutting  is  u.sually  taken  Trnn 
young,  unrlpened  or  half  ripened  wood. 


V'A^y""  In  striking  contrast  is  the  modest, 
unpretentious  Uttle  house  surrounded  by 
such  a  •  falryUke  environment  that  It  is 
both  thrilling  and  restful  Just  to  look  at 
It  Certainly  the  garden  Is  the  thing  which 
makes  the  difference.

A  tree  is 
planted  in  one  spot,  a  flowering  shrub  in 
another  and  perhaps  a  foliage  plant  in 
another,  without  any  Idea  |is  to  why  any 
particular  thing  is  put  in"  any  particular: 
])lace.  Houses  are  built  from'blueprints, 
dresses  made  from  patterns,  ahdyet  many 
try  to  make  their  gardens  without  any 
kind  of  plan. 

What  the  Plan  Considers 

TT  is  evident  that  a  plan  for  a  garden 
must  take  into  consideration  the  size 
of  the  plot  of  -ground  upon  which  the 
home  Is  built.  The  size,  shape  and  gen- 
eral contour  of  the  grounds,  the  size, 
.shape  and  number  of  buildinns  are  all  to 
be  considered  In  the  garden  plan.  It  will

Logically,  then,  the  flrst  thing  to  do 
when  cme  contemplates  making'  a  garden 
1.':  to  draw  the  plan.  And  this  is  the  best 
time  of  year  for  one  or  more  members  of 
the  family  to  sit  down  for  an  evening  or 
two  and  actually  make  a  wrltten-out  plaii 
for  the  garden. 

Grouping  the  Shrubs 

IN  the  small  yard,  especially,  the  shrubs

Size  of  Hatching  Eggs 

an  attempt  to  maintain  or  increase 
egg-size,  .some  poultry-keepers  make  a 
big  mistake  in  using    oversize  eggs  for 
hatching.  ' 

The  chick  from  a  2';. -ounce  engs  is  like- 
ly to  be  much  less  hardy  than  one  from  a 
two-ounce  egg.  Fiy^hermore.  the  pullet 
from  an  over-l.irge  egg  I.s  not  likely  to  be 
such  a  good  layer  and  will  probably 
seriously  lack  staying  power. 

All  eggs  from  the  breeding  pen  should 
be  carefully  graded,  the  extra  large  (2>i- 
ounce)  ones  being  sold  for  eating.  Weigh 
the  eggs  carefully,  rejecting  those  which 
are  too  small,  of  rour.se,  as  well  as  those 
which  are  too  big.  keeping  those  whlg^h 
turn  the  scale  at  Just  two  ounces. 

Sh:ipp  and  quality  of  .shell  mu.st  .ilso 
be  taken  Into  account  before  passing  the 
eggs  for  hatching 


Will  Roof  Readily 

N  .some  ca.ses  a  thin  .slice  or  "heel"  of 
older  wood  is  left  attached  to  the  base 
of  the  cutting  dr,  as  an  alternative,  .the 
cuttini,'  Is  trimmed  nearly  acrf)ss  just  bil- 
low a  node.  Such  cuttings,  if  properly 
cared  for,  will  aooii  root. 

The  Chri.sfmas  Begonia,  the  .South  Afri- 
can Violet  and  the  Peperomia  can  all  be 
grown  from  cuttings  of  single  leaves  If 
planted  about  this  time  of  the  year  in 
boxes  of  sand.  The  sand  is  kept  moist 
and  .shaded  until  roots  are  formed.  Then 
they  are  repotted  Into  a  U^t,  humus-llke 
soil  The  leaf  stem  is  rut  rather  short.  If 
buried  too  deeply  m  the  .sand,  it  Is  hkely 
to  rot  before  a  iwir  plant  is  formed. 

Border  Carnations 

MORE  border  carnations  are  killed  by 
too  deep  planting  than  from  any 
other  cause.  Many  gardeners  know 
tlil.s.  and  are  careful  when  planting  in 
September  just  to  bury  the  roots  only. 

During  Winter,  however,  the  action  of 
the  frost. and  thaw  lifts  the  soW  and  half 
covers  carnations  that  were  planted  at 
the  right  level.  Seeing  that  .rooted  lay- 
ers po.s.sess  one  stem  nnly,  it  is  a  very 
Short  step  to*  complete  submergance. 
From  the  moment  a  carnation  leaf  is 
soil -covered,  the  .specimen  concerned 
begins  to  dokfenerate 

Plants  should  be  examined  without  de- 
lay and  the  necessary  aiJustfaienU 
made  Sometimes  you  can  do  this  by 
merely  pressing  down  the  soil.  On  other 
occasions  you  may  have  lift,  Qrm  the 
soil,  and  replant.

U.NLE88  you  plant  Sweet  WllUamsj,  you 
will  mi.ss  one  of  late  Spring's  most 
charming  displays.  -  Starting  some  time 
in  May.  according  to  the  aeason,  the  pjlants 
flower  two  months  on  end. 

A  more  varied  colored  strain  Is  the  one 
known  as  Auric uloeflorus.  in  which  there 
are  often  two  or  three  tolors  in  the  same 

flower. 

Try  If  possible  to  arrange  for  the  mass 
effect- which  Sweet  Williams  are  so  admir- 
ably flt'ed  to  Kive.  You  can  do  this  by 
allocating  separate  sunny  beds  or  borders. 

The  two  colors,  pink  and  scarlet,  har- 
ni'  iii/.e  beautifully,  therefore  beds  quar- 
!cnd  with  the  colors  alternated,  or  bor- 
ders panelled  and  alternated,  make^  an  out- 
standing show. 

Before  |)laiiting.  dig  one  foot,  deep,  in- 
corporating with  each  square  yard  half  a 
pailful  of  well-rotted  stable  manure,  or 
four  ounces  of  prepared  hop  manure,  and 
a  quarter  of  a  pailful  of  lime  rubble  broken 
to  hazel-hut  size. 

Where  lime  rubble  is  not  available,  rake 

In  a  light  dressing  of  fre.shly-slaked  lime 
immediately  after  planting.  Lime  is  a 
foundation  need  of  Sweet  Williams. 

After  establishing  first -class  planting 
conditions  by  breaking  up  the  soli  flnely, 
treading  and  raking,  plant  alternately  at 
an  all-round  distance  of  ten  Inches  apart 

Into  the  .soil  at  the  bottom  of  each 
planting  hole  work  a  teaspounful  of  super- 
phosphati^  of  Ume,  this  to  encourage  the 
quick  formation  of  fibr  i;  i-Kit.^ 

When  planting,  take  great  care  not  to 
bury  the  sunken  growing  point,  otherwise 
moi  •  SI  111  wa.shtiiii  in  will  destrijy  the  only 
source  of  progress.  Plant  firmly,  and  dur- 
ing Winter  re-f\rm  plants  loosened  or 
lifted  by  frost. 

After  growth  starts  in  Spring,  feed  at 
ten-day  intervals  until  the  flowers  open, 
with  quarter-strength  liquid  manure,  or  a 
mixture  of  three  parts  by  weight  of  super- 
phosphate of  lime  and  one  part  each  of 
potash  (one  tablespoonful  per  aquara  yard 
per  doac).

COSMOS  are  especially  good  for  a  plaet 
where  a  tall,  feathery  iilant  is 
needed.  For  a  sunken  place  in  the  gar- 
den, oiiie  may  try  the  yellow  calendula.  In- 

termliik'led  withT)lue  larkspur.  The  hl<s- 
soms  blend,  and  the  calendula  blooms  may 
be  picked  \ont  after  frbst  has  done  its 
wnrst  to  less  hardy  plants. 

If  tlie  house  and  the  other  buildings  .ire 
colorful,  one  may,  to  good  advantage,  ii^e 
green  with  white  blossoms  and  a  few 
brlght-hued  flowers  But  if  the  house  is 
grey,  tan,  white,  or  any  modest  neutral 
shade,  then  there  is  no  limit  to  the  color 
that  may  be  used  in  the  garden  often  tlu» 
more  chaotic  and  riotous  it  is  the  better 
the  effect  will  be. 

For  porches,  nothing  is  much  more  ef- 
fective than  the  purple  and  white  clematis 
planted  together.  The  vines  will  inter- 
mingle until  the  lovely  white  stars  of  the 
latter  will  twinkle  in  the  blue-purple  fir- 
mament of  the  latter.  The  effect  Is  mo.st 
striking.  The  pa.<i.slon  flower,  the  wlstarlai- 
madeira  and  many  other  frailinu  plant.s 
make  a  plea.sant  ellect  over  porclu's,  win- 
dows and  doorways;  and  is  anything 
.sweeter  than  the  honeysuckle? 

The  rose  Is  becoming  a  very  common 
garden  plant,  because  hardier  varieties  are 
mf)re  generally  available.  Many  prrson.s 
plan  their  gardens  so  they  can  add  a  num- 
ber of  new  roses  each  year.  The  rose  Is 
perhaps  more  n< niv  universally  loved 
than  any  other  flower.

R.O.P.  chicks,  shipped  In  containers 
bearing  a  purple  label,  R.O.P.  sired 
chicks,  red  label,  and  approved  chlcksi 
blue  label. 

R.6.P.  chicks  are  Individually  reeorded 
and  are  bred  from  blood  tested  iiucks 
conforming  In  every  respect  to  He(  onl  of 
Peiiormance  8tandard.s.  The.se  ducks 
have  R.O.P.  breeding  on  both  male  and 
female  slde.s,  especially  bred  for  high  egg 
production,  egg  size  and  meat  type.  Such 
c  hicks  are  available  only  from  R.OP. 
breeders  and  provide  an  excellent  sourca 
of  foundation  slock  and  cockerels  for 
flock  improvement.  R.O.P.-sired  chicks- 
are  produced  by  m.TtiriK  R  o  F.  cck  kerel.i 
with  approved,  banded,  blood  tested 
flocks,  bred  and  selected  for  egg  produc- 
tion, egg  .size  and  meat  type.

Swan  and  His  Lamp  Invention 


A BEACON  Ught  for  airplaniss  on  the 
top  of  the  Edison  Memorial  Tower 
at  Menlo  Park,  New  Jersey,  takes 
the  shape  of  an  incandescent  lamp  bulb. 
But  Bdison  did  not  Invent  It. 

So  this  electric  light  bulb,  fourteen  feet 
high,  with  6,000  pounds  of  pyrex  glass  fit- 
ted over  a  steel  skeleton  and  Illuminated 
by  960  incandescent  lamps  with  a  two-foot, 
reflector,  commemorates  an  invention 
which  this  genius  of  a  thousand  inven- 
tions did  not  originate.  The  true  inventor 
of  the  Incandescent  electric  bulb  was  an 
Englishman,  Joseph  Wilson  Swan. 

Idison  sent  a  sketch  of  his  proqiwsed  in- 
candescent lamp  to  the  Corning  Olsuss 
Works,  which  have  made  the  14-feet  rep- 
lica, hi  1S79;  but  on  December  18,  1878. 

Jo.seph  Swan  exhibit (>(I  hi.s  iiifaiidcscent 
lamp,  the  hrst  carbon  fllament  lump,  in 
pubUe  at  Newcastle.  Edison  faithfully 
followed  in  hi*  train.

THB  bestowal  on  Idison  of  an  honor 
which  he  could  well  do  without  Is  the 
continuation  of  a  legend  hard  to  kill. 
Eight  years  ago  at  Detroit  therp  were  Jubi- 
lee reJolclni;s  In  celebration  of  Edison's 
lan^p,  and  the  electrical  engineers  of  Eng- 
land were  Invited  to  take  part  in  them. 
Th^y  were  obliged  to  decline,  because  the 
year  before  they  had  celebrated  the  jubilee 
of  Swan  s  success,  and  could  not  well  en- 
dorse the  congratulations  showered  on 
Edtson's  belated  invention 

All  are  happy  to  think  that  the  real  pio- 
neer was  honored  In  his  own  country,  and 
that  Jo.si  ph  Swan's  Invention  spread  so  far 
and  wide,  and  .10  quickly,  that  It  stormed 
the  citadel  of  the  Hritish  Navy.  In  1881 
Captain  J.  A.  Fisher,  whom  the'Navy  al- 
ways knew  an  .Johnny  Fl.sher  before  he  be- 
came Liord  F'sher,  was  asked  to  a  dinner 
party  where  the  table  was  lit  up  by  Swan's 
lamps.  Tliejr  Impressed  the  sajtor  so  much 


that  he  wrote  to  the  Inventor  asUng  if 
ships  ootid  be  lit  by  them.

SWAN  rt  plied  by  sending  hls  assistant, 
iienry  Edmunds,  U)  '^',0  down  to  demon- 
strate the  suitability  ol  the  lamps  at  Ports- 
mouth. Johnny  Fisher  showed  Edmunds 
ovei*  his  ship,  the  Inflexible,  and  the  lamps 
were  rigged  up.  Rigged  is  the  rlglit  word, 
for  in  those  days  there  were  no  switches, 
no  fuses,  no  meters,  and  it  was  no  .simple 
Job,  but  it  was  done  before  the  admiral 
c<munandlng  at  Pcurtsmouth  arrived  on 
FLsher  s  .ship,  and  he  saw  the  display.

Australia's  Armaments  Bi 
$20,000,000  More  Than 
That  of  Canada 


SYDNEY,  N  S  W.  tBUP)  — The 
Australian  Government  is 
spending  $20,000,000  a  year  more 
than  Canada  on  arniaments — 
~smtl  the  depression  -taxett  Axxt^ 
timllan  peopl*.  hay*  e«aa«d  eom- 
plalning. 

The  warfare  conducted  by 
Japan,  which  has  bases  estab- 
lished comparatively  close  to 
North  Australia,  has  been  the 
motive-force  in  making  Aus- 
tralians defence -conscious.  Aus- 
tralian defenea  expenditures 
this  ye|HE_..l|rilI__  amount  to  $55.- 
000,000— «  ncord  for  any  peace - 
Um»  yaar.  The  total  has  risen 
progressively  in  the  last  four 
years  from  less  than  $25,000,000. 
Canada's  defence  expenditures 
last  year  were  approximately 
$35,000,000  and  are  not  likely  to 
-ba  much  higher  ihi.s  year. 

Australia's  defence  plans  are 
baaed  oti  the  asaumption  that  if 
war  cnmp.s,  Australia  could 
count  on  only  ten  days  warulng 
of  a  blockade  by  a  hostile  navy, 
only  three  weeks  to  prepare 
against  attempts  to  seize  outly- 
ports,  and  only  two  mt)ntlis 
to  make  ready  to  meet  a  fuii- 
dress  Invasion.  As  the  speed  of 
merchant  ship.s.  which  are  po- 
tential transports,  increases,  the 
time  for  preparation  baeomes 
shorter 

The  headquarters  stall  of  the 
Navy,  Army  and  Air  Force  are 
busily  engaged  in  preparing  to 
meet  these  contingencies  by  re- 
org.uu.inK.  modernizing  and 
Strengthening  their  respective 
forces  and  by  co-operating  with 
the  Govornnit'iit  in  drawinK  up 
comprehensive  plans  to  place 
Induatry  on  a  war  bMla  at  short 
notice. 

Defence  experts  are  convinced 
that  unless  Australia  prepares  in 
paace-time  a  plan  of  co-opera- 
tion between  industry  and  de- 
fence. forcr.s  in  wartinif  gioat 
confusion  would  be  caused  by 
•ven  limited  military  pressure. 
It  Is  pointed  out  that  In  a  war 
in  which,  for  a  time  at  lea.st, 
Australia's  trade  with  the  rest  of 
the  world  would  be  stopped,  but, 
to  a  great  extent,  state  would  be 
cut  off  from  state.
